Gov. Deneen sees great glory in the work- 
ings of the new primary law.

The governor believes that the law, such 
as governs public expression on senatorial!

But the results 
to date have been nighly gratifying to the 
chief executive, and he believes that a long 
siride in the right direction has been made.

It is, as I always 
have said, ‘up to’ the people.”’ 


Yearning for the Impossible. 

The governor had a lot to say about the 
whys and the wherefores of the conference 
echeduled for Postmaster Busse's office. but 
when he got through talking his listeners 
were about as much “up in the air’’ as 
when they approached him.

NEW LAW PLEASES HOUSTON. 


County Judge Declares Changed Method 
of Holding Primary Elections Isa 
Long Step in Advance. 


County Judge John W. Houston, after ob- 
serving the workings of the new primary 
law at the polls yesterday, said last night 
that the measure Was a pronounced success 
from the viewpoint of popular governnient. 
It gave the people the coveted opportunity 
direct choice of members of congress 
and of the, legislature, and practically a di- 
rect choice for United States senators. Best 
of all, he pointed out, it assured a non-parti- 
san official count of the ballots. 

“It is a long step in advance,” he said, 
“ over previous primary laws in this state in 
several respects. 

‘ First+Every regular election precinct has 
a voting place. This gives every Voter an op- 
portunity to cast his, vote without delay 
Under former primary laws, with the large 
primary districts, there was only one voting 
place to several precincts, often compelling 
the voter to remain in Hine for hours before he 
could vote. 

‘** Second—The regular judges and clerks 
have charge of the election and voters of all 
parties vote at the same polling place. This 
prevents, mn a measure, the trading of votes 
between the different parties. It also pre- 
vents, almost entirely, the temptation on the 
part of the judges to be factionaliy partisan 
in the fight : 

*“ Third—The preparation of two ballo's. one 
for the candidate and the other for the flele- 
gates, gives an opportunity for the voter to 
express hist choice for many of the most im- 
portant candidates with absolute secrecy. 

* Fourth—The returnssmust be made tothe 
public officials and tabulated by them. This 
provision will, in a large measure, do away 
with the temptation on the part of the party 
workers to try to change the results before 
the returns are made in close contests. 

“Judged by our experience today, we con- 
sider this law, in its essential features, a 
success.”

EIGHTY-FIVE DELEGATES. 


Oppesed in His Effort to Gain Re- 
nomination to the Assembly by 
Sheriff Pease and State's Attorney 
Healy, and the Latter Made Sensa- 
tional Attack—Liveliest Senatorial 
District Fight Among Democrats 
Between Glackin and Ryan. 


The most notable of the fights in the sena- 


-torial districts was in the Thirty-first.. There 


it was a question whether Carl Mueller 
should receive the republican nomination. 
He was opposed by Sheriff Pease and State's 


Attorney Healy. 

Mueller was beaten badly. There are 
eighty-five delegates to the senatorial con- 
vention, and he got but seven of them. The 
remainder went to Frank P.*Schmidt, who 
fought him at the primaries. . 

The ante-primary campaign in this district 
was sensational, State’s Attorney Healy 
made an open attack on Mueller, more than 
intimating that what property he had he got 
while a member of the legislature and saying 
it was time to kill “the infamous senate 
combine" and that the Thirty-first district 
had better start the movement, 

Mueller, who was the sponsor for the mu- 
nicipal ownership law which bears his name, 
took the eituation philosophically. ¢“I 
pectedi* to be beaten,”’ he said. ‘What I 
wanted to do was to split the delegation and 
1 did that.’ 


Powers Carries His Ward. 

Ald. John Powers recaptured the control 
of the Nineteenth ward democracy yesterday, 
defeating his next doof neighbor and fellow 
county committeeman, Timothy E. Ryan. 
The latter won out in their joint home pre- 
cinct, covering the comparatively aristocrat- 
ic block around Macalister place, but lost 
everywhere else. Thie# means Ryan's retire- 
ment from the county committée as soon as 
Powers can get time to make tie necessary 
motion. 

The victory took the form of Edward ‘J. 
Glaeckin’s nomination for the state senate 
against ‘“‘young”’ Tim A. Ryan, nephew of 
the defeated bogs. Glackin captured every 
dele~ate in the Seventeenth senatorial dis- 
trict. 

Tom Gallagher, Powers’ ally, won out eas- 
ily for the congressional. nomination, secur- 
ing the thirty-six delegates of the Nine- 
teenth ward. His chances in the convention, 
however, depending on the situation in the 
Sixteenth, Seventeenth,. Highteenth, and 
part of the Fifteenth wards, form “another 
story.”’ 

Navigato Sure of Nomination. 

William Navigato, lawyer and member of 
the family of aggressive Italian “landlords, 
Navigato Bros. & Co., will receive without 
opposition the nomination for the state legis- 
lature. He secured only "five delegates, but 
the new “ organization,’ anxious to secure a 
solid Italian support, pledged itself to give 
the nomination to; whichever Italian showed 
the greatest strength. Navigato won the 
lead by a liberal use of rent money. 

That leaves but one other place to be filled 
by the democrats, the latter having agreed 
in that district to throw the third place to 
thé republicans. For their own nomination 
there will be a ‘* free for all’ scramble, with 
John F. McCaffrey of the city water depart- 
ment and James McNichols in the lead with 
a dozen delegates apiece. ~- Both are Powers 
men. © 2 

Harry R. Gibbons polled a heavy vote for 
sheriff. He was regarded asa “ ward prod- 
uct,"” having a box factory at Clinton and 
Harrison streets. 

Overcomes “Coup” of Opponent. 


While the election itself went off without 
incident, the night before the battle was 
marked by a struggle on the part of A-u. 
Powers to secure a new supply of delegate 
ballots, some one in the Ryan faction having 
‘persuaded’ thé teamster who brought 
them’ from the printers to siow them in i.is 
barn over night. 

This deep laid strategy was not discovered 
until 8 o’cloek Friday night, when all of 
Powers’ precinet captains met at ‘* Bill”’ 
Gleeson'’s house to get their ballots and in- 
structions. There were no ballots on hand. 
Tom Gallagher got the printer on the tele- 
phone and had him over to the meeting in a 
cab. The printer was in a quandary, swear- 
ing he had given the Dallots to the Kent 
Teaming company for deiilvery early in the 
afternoon. He didn’t know what to do, he 
said, as al] his men were union men and had 
gone homie at 6 o'clock. 

But. he went back to his shop and with the 
aid of an apprentice began to reset the forms 
while Gallagher ‘‘rustied ”’ for union print- 
ers inthe ward.

Returns from the polling places were s0 
slow in coming in that nearly all the candi- 
dates were kept on the anxious seat until 
late in the evening. Their waiting was 
marked by varying degrees of patience, per- 
haps the most patient among the leaders 
being Senator Cullom at Springfield. 

Late in the evening, when Marshal John 
C. Ames and a few trusty Cullomites ap- 
peared at the Cullom headquarters in the 
Great Northern hotel to receive word of their 
candidate's success, they felt a glow of sat- 
isfaction at the optimistic reports that came 
by telegraph an@telephors, but they saw no 
necessity of notifying the senator of the 
tidings.

WARNING TO HIGH LIVERS 


Habits and Language of Pygmies 
Studiea by Chicago ~ 
Surgeon.

That cancer can be warded. off by means 
of the “ simple life’ is the lesson to civili- 
zation learned by Dr. Nicholas Senn, who 
returned to Chicago yesterday from an ex- 
tended tour through the interior of Africa. 

In describing his explorations through the 
* dark continent,” Dr. Senn declared that 
the nearer man approaches the lower ani- 
mals tn simplicity of habits and diet the 
ies@ liable he is to cancerous growths, He 
said cancer practically is unknown among 
the natives of interior Africa, but declared 
the disease follows the flag. . ; 

Dr. Senn took issue with Dr. John Beard 
of the University of Edinburgh, whose ex- 


,periments with trypsin as an alleged cure 


for carcinoma are set forth by Dr. C. W. 
Saleeby, F. R. S., in an article In a current 
magazine. Dr. Beard claims to have dis- 
covered that trypsin, a ferment secreted by 
the pancreatis, possesses the power Of. disin- 
tegrating and destroying the caticerous 
growth. 
Due to Luxurious Living. 

“ Civilized man is like a hothouse plant and 
cancer is due largely to overnutrition and 
luxurious living,’’ said Dr. Senn. ‘“‘ Il haveno 
faith in Dr. Ceard'’s theory that trypsin will 
destroy cancer. A surgeon in Paris has made 
the same claim and the theory is not a new 
“one among medical men. 

‘The future will show that it is a failure, 
Mke many other things that have been tried. 
We first must discover what cancer really is 
before proposing absolute remedies. I never 
have tried it because the theory is entirely 
wrong. Trypsin is a violent remedy im that 
it is claimed that it will destroy the tissue. 
It will do nothing of. the. kind. 

“There have been many things tried in 
the same way and with only negative results. 
Dr. Beard’s theory, in being set forth as a 
possible cure for cancer, is premature and 
sensational. In order to cwre cancer Wwe must 
know more about the nature of the disease. 
As it is we know the malaciy only by its mani- 
festations. 

“Until we find somethihg that will bring 
cancerous cells to maturity there can be no 
way of curing cancer withc lit the knife. When 
that is found the knife wi,;! be superfluous, I 
take no stock in the tryps'p theory.” 


Studies Potson lisetse Fly. 


Dr. Senn went to Africz: to study the pyg- 
mies and aborigines of the;continent and the 
pests which infest lt: He fave special atten- 
tion to the tsetse fly, the;ravages of which 
kill thousands of human eings, horses, and 
cattle every year, and tostudy cancer and 
other diseases. 

His travels took him 4900 miles through 
the interior, and he penetrifed districts never 
before reached by white fren, He went to 
Africa accompanied by Dy L. L. Seaman of 
New York, after atianditl the international 
medical congress at Lisbo?, where Dr. Senn 
went as a delegate from gie United States, 
having been appointed b* Secretary Root. 
He lieft Chicago April 4. # 

‘Cancer is a. disease f civilization pri- 
marily, and it is a disease o7overinduigence,”’ 
continued "Dr. Senn. “I fave found in my 
travels that primitive peor ):s are immune to 
its ravages. 

‘“T was in the arctics last*year, and I found 
no cancer among the Es/fimos, and now I 
found none among the purefiatives of Africa. 
I found twelve cases on the tast coast, among 
the blacks, but those peopl were mixed with 
white blood. 7 


Overfeeding Conducifs to Cancer. 

' Cancer is not a microb} disease. I have 
found that the disease it} more frequent 
among overfed people tharfamong people of 
spare habits . 

“The way of civililzed may to avoid cancer 
ie to imitate the life and dié of the primitive 
peoples of the earth. Lea4 simple, natural 
lives, with not too much -niental strain and 
with enough physical exeicjse to keep the 
body in good health. This is particularly 
true of fleshy persons, becijuse they usually 
are more predisposed to car#inoma than thin 
people 

‘‘One prolific source oj; cancer among 
women is the high strung; unnatural lives 
they lead in the cities. 

“ Another thing in civilised society to be 
fought with vigor is hyperi;utrition. Smok- 
ing and drinking are fot conducive’to the 
disease, provided they are «dione with moder- 
atfon I emphasize these points, because 
cancer is an. extraordinary development of 
tissue~ due to overnutrition 

‘The malady can be cured now if it be 
taken in time. If the slightest suspicion 
exists the patient should be willing to under- 
go an exploratory operation in order to learn 
the truth. While this method is risky, should 
it prove to be cancer it can be cured under 
those conditions. ; 

‘Warts and moles are dangerous things 
to carry around. I have ssen black moles 
develop into the most virulent cases of can- 
cer. Warts and moles shculd be removed 
as soon as possible. While I don't object to 
women having them removed by so-called 
beauty doctors, that is not the way to have 
done. The removal! Phouid be Gone by a 
surgeon.’’ 


Driven Into African Interior. 

Dr. Senn declared that he considered the 
pygmies to be the original race of Africa, and 
said that the negro races there were pure 
Hamitic from an ethnologica! standpoint. He 
said the pygmies probably had become dimin- 
utive in size asa result of having been driven 
into the forests of the interior by the stronger 
Ethiopians and the whites. 

Dr. Senn went to Algiers and then down the 
entire east coast of the continent to Cape- 
town. He made special explorations in Ger- 
man East Africa,,where he met Prof. Kocn, 
who is there as a member of a medical com- 
mission appointed by the emperor of Ger- 
many to study the tsetse fly. 

“ Pneumonia ts the curse of the interior of 
this partof Africa,’ said Dr. Senn. “Malaria 
also is a dread disease in these parts, especial- 
ly along the coast. I[t disappears at an alti- 
tude of 3,000 to #,000 feet above che sea. The 
deaths from pneumonia run as high ag 40 
per cent.” 


Understand Language of Monkeys. 


“The tallest pygmy. 1 saw was 4 feet 4 
inches in height. They are brick colored and 
can understand the language of the monkeys. 
The general language spoken by the natives 
of Africa is the Swahili, one of the most 
beautiful languages I have ever heard. 

“ I believe the Swahili ts an original tongue 
of the natives, although now it is siightly 
mixed with Arabic. Lang F. Heinrich, a 
German Lutheran missionary, is compiling 
a dictionary of Swahili and already he has 
gathered 3,000 words, many of them being 
untransiatable into any of the Indo-Buro- 
pean languages, 

“ The great ruins I saw at Cahml, seven- 
teen miles from Bulawayo,. impressed me 
greatly and led me to believe that here had 
been the center of a great settiement. in 
prehistoric times. Tey are great wal!s from 
200 to 300 feet above the river bottom, and 
resemble fortifications.’ 

Victoria falls was as far north as Dr. 
Senn reached in the interior. For pastime 
he hunted antelope and brought with him 
to Chicago a large chimpanzee. He will 
give several lectures on his trip at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. o

Recent Change Adopted Leaves Only 
Fifty-eight Expert Fighters of Flames 
in City’s Business Gunter. 


..ui€@ (wo platoon experiment has decreased 
the efficiency of the fire department in the 
city's business center. 

Of the 144 members of the department en- 
gaged in the double platoon experiment in 
the First battalion eighty-six were trans 
ferred from outside districts in order to make 
the test possible. These men have had no ex- 
perience in fighting fires in the downtown ter-

Washington, D. C., Aug. 4—[Special.]— 
Milo Shanks, who was first reduced from a 
foreman to the position of compositor, and 
then discharged from the public printery, to- 
cay made a bitter attack on the methods 
along which the plant Is conducted and the 
tillings. 

Shanks says Public Printer Stillings’ boast- 
ed retrenchment in expenditure in the pub- 
lic printery, which he claimed wag secured 
through the eNmination of one division, 
which was consolidated with others, is more 
tham counterbalanced by other changes made 
at the same time. 

Says He Appealed to President. 

He further says that when he appéaled to 
the president from the action of Stillings in 
reducing him he set forth In figures just what 
the changes made had meant in actual cag#h 
to the government. Mr. Shanks says: 

“I demoarsirated that the inspection divi- 
sion—the wonderful creation of the new pub- 
lic printer—whose principal duties seem to 


be to spy on the workmen and report to the 


public printer, now is costing the govern- 
ment’ more than $30,000 per annum and that 
the work that was done outside of that secret 
service character by. this inspection division 
formerly was done in better and more satis- 
factory manner by the foreman of printing, 
at $2,500 per annum, anda private secretary 
to the public printer, at $1,200 per annum. 


“Office in Great Turmoil.”

For the second time within a month a 
woman who had fallen into the river while 
leaving a passenger steamer was rescued by 
a city policeman last night.

“two women pressed to the front as the boat 


entered the harbor and were near the gang 
plank when it tied up at its dock at Clark 
street. 
Crowded from Gangplank. 

The boat was loaded heavily and the pas- 
sengers crowded toward the gangway when 
the ropes were made fast. Miss Solomon 
and her friend stepped on the plank, when 
in some way the prese from behind crowded 
Miss Solomon to the edge and her foot 
slipped. She grasped at Miss Mayer and 
tried to catch herself, but failed to do so. 

Policeman Harran saw her falling and 
reached over to seize her, clutching her 
sleeve. The cloth tore, and Miss Solomon 
fell into the water. Without delay Harran 
threw off his coat and was about to plunge 
into the river, when Miss Mayer cried out, 
and those near her feared she, too, would fall 
in in her excitement. 


Policeman to the Rescue. 

She was calmed in a minute and Charles 
Whaney and Daniel Hoey, sailors of the Roose- 
velt, lowered Harran, holding him by his 
ankl®s so he could reach to the surface of 
the stream. He quickly seized Miss Solomon, 
who was struggling and gasping. She was 
raised to the boat quickly and the passengers 
who had been looking on gave cheer after 
cheer for Harramn. 

Miss Solomon was taken to her house, hav- 
ing suffered no injuries beyond a wetting. The 
policeman staid at h‘s post until the last 
passenger had left the steamer. 


DYNAMITARDS’ THREATS SCARE 
GUNMAKER WESSON TODEATH. 


Aged Manufacturer of Revolvers Dies 
Folipwing Black Hand Letters That 
Demand Money or Wrecking of Home. 


Springfield, Mass., Aug. 4.—[Special.]—Fol- 
lowing an attack of nervous prostration 
brought on by a threat of assassination, Dan- 
iel Baird Wesson, famous throughout the 
world as the principal member of the firm 
of Smith & Wesson, revolver manufacturers, 
died this afternoon. He was 81 years old. 
His wéalth is estimated at $20,000,000. 

Though his advanced age would be the 
natural explanation for his death, it is 
known that an excited condition which re- 
sulted from the receipt last fall of a “ Biack 
Hand" letter, in which the writer declared 
the Wesson mansion at Mapie street would 
be blown up with dynamite affected his heart 
and practically frightened him to death. 

Mr. Wesson was commanded to deliver a 
large sum of money in person at a lonely 
spot in the outskirts of this city. His house 
wes carefully guarded that night. 

At the appointed hour Patrolman Simon 
J. Connery, disguised with a flowing beard 
to impersonate Mr. Wesson, was driven in 
Mr. Wesson’s barouche to the meeting place 
appointed by the Black Hand agents. Lying 
in wait in the underbrush was a squad of po- 
lice with drawn revolvers, but the agents of 
the conspirators did not appear. 

“TJ wil) never pay one cent to extortionists 
of any stripe.’ Mr. Wesson said. “I would 
not be a good citizen if 1 did. There is more 
at issue than my personal safety,” he added, 
emphatically. 

Mr. Wesson always opposed labor organiza- 
tions.

EDWIN CROLIUS MAKES LONG 
TRIP FOR RESCUERS. 


Companions Clinging to Overturned 
Sailboat, He Starts Out for Shore 
Against High Sea and Strong Wind 
—Motor Boat Is Dispatched to the 
Imperiled Yachtsmen on Arrival 
and All Are Brought Safely Into 
Port. 


A two mile swim against a strong wind 
and a high sea to save the lives of four com- 
panions who were being blown out into Lake 
Michigan on the bottom of a capsized sail- 
boat made Friday evening a memorable 
time for Edwin Crolius, a nineteen year old 
employé of the Central Trust company of 
Lllinois. 

Crolius and his companions were thrown 
out of their sailboat by a sudden squall late 
in the evening as they were returhing. from 
South Chicago. All could swim and man- 
aged, in spite of the high sea, to get hold of 
the upturned hull. Then Crolius, telling his 
companions to “ hang on,"’ started on his 
perilous journey. , 


Four Saved by. Motor Boats. 

The four,

The yacht, which is owned by Croilius, 
started from the Jackson Park Yacht club 
at about 8 o'clock. The party sailed along 
the coast to Manhattan Beach and then pro- 
posed a trip to South Chicago. 

On the return trip the yacht had reached 
a point about two miles out from the Jack- 
son Park Yacht club, when a sudden squall 
rendered the boat unmanageable. Crolius 
tried to put the boat about, but the yacht 
turned turtle . 


Decides to Swim Ashore. 


Crolius, who is an expert swimmer, helped 
seek companions climb to the hull and then 
said: 

“ There's. no use shouting; the wind’s too 
strong. I'm going to swim ashore.” 

The others tried to dissuade him, but Cro- 
lius was obdurate, and started his journey. 
For a time the strong off shore wind brought 
his shouts to those who were clinging to the 
boat, and then there was silence. 

Slowly, stroke by stroke, Crolius battled 
with the wind and wayes, and finally reached 
shore, staggered exhausted up the sand, 
where he fell and lay unconscious for ten 
minutes. 

When he had returned to consciousness he 
made his way to the clubhousg and gave the 
alarm. Stanley Goss at once started for his 
motor boat, the Sig, and in spite of his fatigue 
Crolius insisted on going with him. Other 
members of the club piled into another mo- 
tor boat, the Delight, and followed. 

In the meantime the wind had driven the 
upturned yacht away from the spot where 
Crolius had left it and for nearly half an hour 
the motor boats plied to and fro searching 
for it. They reached it justin time. Those 
on the hull were nearly exhausted.

In Letter to Audubon Society He Says 
Sale and Use of So-Called “‘Aigrettes” 
Should Be Stopped. 


New York, Aug. 4.—In a letter written by 
President Roosevelt to William Dutcher, 
president of the National Association of 
Audubon Societies, made public today, the 
president, speaking for both himself and 
Mrs. Roosevelt, expresses hearty sympathy 
with the efforts the society is making to 
prevent the sale and use of white heron 
plumes, commonly known as “ aigrettes,’’ 
which are worn on women’s hats. 

Mr. Dutcher, in a letter to the president, 
said that Queen Alexandra of England had 
recently publicly made known her disap- 
proval of the use of the plumes, and suggest- 
ed that similar expression from Mrs. Roose- 
velt would do more toward abolishing them 
as millinery ornaments than months of work 
by the Audubon societies. The president’s 
letter in reply was as follows: 

My Dear Mr. Dutcher: Permit nie,ion behalf of 
both Mrs. Roosevelt and myself, to say how 
heartily we sympathize not only with the work 
of the Audubon societies generally but particu- 
larly in their efforts to stop the sale and use of the 
so-called ** aigrettes *’—the plumes of the white 
herons. If anything, Mrs. Roosevelt feels even 
more strongly than I do in the matter.

‘SAY AULD SEEKS REVENGE, 


GRAIN DEALERS DENY CHARGES 
OF ILLEGAL METHODS. 
George E. Marcy, President of Armour 

Grain Company, Lays “Expose” to 

fusal to Pay a Claim—Robert Me- 
Dougall Thinks “Some One Is Try- 
ing to Make Capital’—More Ele- 
wator Men to Appear Before State’s 
Attorney Healy on Tuesday., 


—_—_—-—- 


Chicago grain dealers yesterday flatly de- 
nied: that they have been violating the law 
as charged by John Hill Jr. of the board of 
trade. George B. Marcy, president of the 
Armour Grain company, declared that the 
whole so-called “ exposé" was started by 
Hill for revenge. 

Marcy insisted that his firm had been obey~ 
ing the law to the letter and explained that 
Hil] was angry at him because of his refusal 
to pay an “ unjust claim.” 

“John Hill says that the Armour Dlevator 
company is violating the Tuley ingunction 
issued some years ago,”’ said Mr. Marcy, 
“The company claims that itis not. Thatis 
the question which is being submitted to Mr. 
Healy, the state’s attorney, .to decide— 
whether it is or not. A number of elevator 
men who are handMng the business exactly 
the same as the Armour people appeared be- 
fore Mr. Healy on Friday and a number more 
will appear probably next Tuesday. 


Tell of Private Grievance. 

“The Armour people believe that the agi- 
tation was started by Mr. Hill, who repre- 
sents Wetmore & Co., who had a claim 
against the Armour Elevator company for 
$2,500. Because the elevator company re- 
fused to pay this unjust claim Mr. Hill is 
making trouble. The elevator men up be- 
fore Mr. Healy explained exactly how they 
were conducting the business and it will be 
for Mr. Healy to decide finally as to wheth- 
er Mr. Hill's contention is right. 

“All the talk regarding the inepection of 
old or new oats, or anything pertaining to 
that branch of the business is a matter of 
the rules of the inspection department over 
which the elevator people’ have no con- 
trol." 

Robert McDougall of Knight & McDou- 
gail, said the accusations against the grain 
dealers were unjust. 

* We-are conducting our business accord- 
ing to the law and we suppose that the other 
grain dealers are doing the same. I believe 
the investigation will show this to be true, 
The whole thing looke a little like politics 
to me. Some one wants to make capital out 
or it” 

Hill Repeats His Accusation. 

Mr. Hill denied that any personal animus 
prompted him to start the investigation. He 
declared that the grain men were in a trust. 
He further stated that he had evidence show- 
ing that the owners of public warehouses 
were members of an illegal combination. 
The grain men are, alleged to have violated 
the injunction prohibiting private ownere of 
grain from storing their grain in public ware- 
houses also owned by them. It also is claimed 
that a number of men in the business have 
graded the grain purchased from farmers in 
sucha manner as to take much of the profit 
away from the growers. 

The investigation will be continued on 
Tuesday before State’s Attorney Healy. 


VESSEL CREW FEVER STRICKEN. 


Whitehall, from Colon, with 3 Dead 
and 16 Sick Out of Total of 21, 
Barred from New Orleans. 


New Orleans, La., Aug. 4.—The steamer 
Whitehall from Colon was today declared a 
menace to the health of all ports, and orders 
were given by the state board of health to 
hold it indefihitely at the Mississippi river 
quarantine station. 


The Whitehall has one of the worst fever 


epidemics on shipboard in the records of 
tropical shipping, having arrivern Mere two 
days ago with an outbreak of chagres fever. 
With the death today of the steamer’s sec- 
ond officer, three of her complement of twen- 
ty-one men have already died and sixteen 
others are in the hospital. 

Quarantine officials say that when the 
Whitehall entered the Mississippi river with 
scarcely enough well men to run it, so great 
was the amoupt of dirt and swarme of flies 
on her decks that the nerves of experienced 
physicians were shaken as they boarded it. 

The steamer will not be permitted to come 
to New Orleans under today's orders, even 
after the fever is cured. 


FRISCO INSURANCE SUITS BEGUN 


First of Eight Actions Filed on Policies 
—German Courts to Be Appealed 
To for Insured. 


San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 4.—Organised 
policy holders of the Williamsburg City 
Fire Insurance company have commenced 
suit to recover $50,250 declared to be due 
the plaintiffs on account of policies. This 
is the first of a series of eight actions which 
attorneys have been empowered to institute.

HARRIMAN AFTER MORE BUSI- 
NESS FOR UNION PACIFIC. 


Sabsidiary Lines Will Be Constructed 
to Tap Kansas and Nebraska, as 
Head of System Realises in @ Few 

‘lYears His Seaboard Business Will 
Be Cut Inte by Rivale—New York 
Central Will Train Empleyes te 
Run Electric Cars. 


Not content with having more or less of 
@ corner on the traffic between the Missour! 
river and the middle and south Pacific coast, 
E. H. Harriman is now going to build enough 
branch lines in the intervening territory to 
make the Unéon Pecific an active compethor 
for local freight. This is a complete change 
of policy, as the energies of the Harriman 
roscs hitherto heve been centered upon 
building up the through business between 
the river and the seaboard. This business 
hee been given the rails of the Union Pa- 
cific by the half dogen or more roads be- 
tween Chicago or Mississippi points and the 
Missouri, and anything that interfered with 
this business has been pushed aside. Local 
traffic was left for other roads to develop, 
and that which came to the Union Pacific 
was taken at good rates. 


Rails Will Gridiron States. 

Kansas and Nebraska will be gridironed 
with rails. and Harriman will enter into 
active competition with the Burlington, 
Northwestern, Rock Island, Missouri Pa- 
cific, and St. Paul. Harriman intends to get 
his full share of the traffic developed in this 
section. 

One of the first os to be built will be 
from Omaha to Lincoln, and the surveyors 
have finished their work alread From 
North Platte to Bridgeport the jon Pa- 
cific has started the construction of a 150 
mile line. Another line is being surveyed 
from Stromsburg. Neb., to Lincoln, which 
will be 60 miles long, and also a 100 mile line 
from Norfolk to Sioux City. 


Harriman Expects More Competition. 

Railroad men have not far to look for the 
reason of this change of policy on the part 
of Harriman.

sideration the fact that in most cases the 
home team has a 30 per cent advantage 
of the visitors. They understand, In a 
general way that almost all teams win 
a majority of their games on the home 
grounds, They blame the umpire, the 
psychological influence of the home crowd, 
and everything else except the physical 
condition of the grounds themselves. It 
is true that eight out of ten umpires are 
‘‘ homers,” and that the influence of the 
home crowd counts much against the vis- 
itors, but the main reason that home 
teams win is that they are familiar with 
conditions on the grounds. 

In my experience TI have found but two 
fair' grounds—that is, grounds where the 


visitors and no more. They were the old 
Eastern park grounds in Brooklyn and 
the west side grounds in Chicago. 

Chicago, notoriously, is fair, and non- 
partisan. lt appreciates a good play of 
the opposing team, and applauds that 
play. The boisterous, unreasoning, sense- 
less partisanship of Louisville, Baltimore, 
New York, and other towns fs missing. 
In the old Brooklyn days conditions were 
much the same, The crowd came to seq 
baseball, and {t made little difference 
which team made a good play. 

But physically the grounds were as fair 
for the visitors as for the home team, and 
the west side grounds in Chicago still is 
the same, 7

The most unfair grounds ever construct- 
ed wére those of Baltimore, and at the 
same time that town was the most partl- 
san. The team that won three champion- 
ships there was composed of small, fast 
men, bunters and clever base runners. The 
ground was sloping towards right fleld, 
where Keeler played, and right field al- 
ways was ragged and full of weeds, rough 
spots, hollows, and pills. Besides, the 

ase lines were filled in with a cementlike 
substance, which was wetted down and 
tamped hard. The edges of the base lines 
were banked up like billiard cuShions to 
keep bunts from rolling foul’ The pitch- 
er’s box was a foot higher than the plate. 
The runways were down hill to first base, 
down hill to second, up a steep grade to 
third, and down hill to home. In right 
field Keeler had a lot of runways, like 
rabbit paths, that no one except himself 
knew, and he knew the angles of a throw 
when the ball rolled down the hill, out 
into foul ground, and into the deep gulley 
against the stand. 

A team visiting Baltimore had a 60 per 
cent handicap imposed before it started, 
and the grounds, adapted perfectly to the 
home team’s style of play, did more to 
win pennants than anything else.

The Boston National league ground is 
almost illegal in Its unfairness, It is a 
bandbox, with the right and left field 
fences short, the stands too close to the 
plate, and low field seats in right center. 
Because of that formation of the grounds 
the Bostons won a lot of pennants and 
pulled off dozens of victories by “‘ home 
run drives” which merely were short flies 
dropped over the short fences along the 
foul lines. 

That the home players practiced hitting 
to the short fences is certain, for they 
made in every season practically twice as 
many “‘ home runs” as did the visitors, 
until! one afternoon Jim Ryan dropped 
three in succession over thefences. Then 
they howled “ hard luck.”

The Polo grounds give the Giants a big 
handicap. The right field is low—almost 
twelve feet below the home plate—and 
back of the flelder is a tier of bleachers, 
guarded only by a four foot fence, over 
which the ball frequently jumps. Left 
field ie low and always wet and slippery. 
Center field is on a ridgé¢ and the ground 
slopes both ways from the home plate. 
A player unfamiliar with ihe grounds 
labors under a big handicap both in field- 
ing hits and gauging his throws, whereas 
the home player, familiar with the angles, 
has little trouble. : 

Griffith’s grounds up on the Highlands 
is so fast that it fools the visitors. The 
ball shoots off the hard surface like a 
shot, and it is certain to become “‘ wingy ’ 
after being in play for a short time. The 
fast ground puzzles visiting outflelders 
even more than it does the infielders. 
Grif is forced to take on outfielders who 
could double in the infield, and every man 
who plays in his outer garden must be 
able to pick them up as well as catch 

‘them.’ Because Eddie Hahn couldn’t do 
this Griffith let him go.

Angles of the fences are another source 
of trouble to’ the visiting fielders and a 
handicap in favor of the home team that 
knows them: The way the ball bounds 
from a fence means the difference be- 
tween a home ryn anda triple, or a double 
and a triple. In Boston, on the National 
grounds, the Boston players head off 
drives and get them as they carom off 
the fence, while the visitors chase. The 
same is true of the stone and brick walls 
that surround the Philadelphia. National 
league park. The outfield walls have 
six separate angles, and the player) who 
does not gauge the bound corfectly is 
likely to chase half way around the out- 
field before he catches up with the sphere. 
In Cleveland there are two difficult fence 
angles, and hits against those fences give 
one unfamiliar with the grounds a lot 
of trouble.

Novel Race at Five Miles Is Scheduled 
at Barry Beach for Saturday, 
August -11. 


Chicago is to have a novelty in the form of 
a water Marathon. The Barry Beach Swim- 
ming association has decided on its prize 
event and has scheduled the Marathon for 
next Saturday afternoon. The distance isto 
be five miles, and as Swimming Director Sul- 
livan figures the race will take close to 
three hours of swimming, just as the Mara- 
thon run means three bours of running, he 
has named it the “ Marathon " swim, 

The course will lie in the open lake, from 
the Lake View crib, south and west, to the 
association‘grounds at the foot of Barry ave- 
nue, making about five mues of water to 
cover before the beach is reached. Many of 
€hicago’s outdoor swimmers are fond of long 
distance work and endurance swims, and the 
race probably will bring out a good field of 
starters to contest for the four prizes. 
Director Sullivan thinks the length of the 
race will make it much more of an endurance 
contest than a speed event and tempt a great 
many swimmers of the type known as water 
dogs to try their superior etamina and stay- 
ing powers against the early epeed of Chi- 
cago’s faster swimmers.

4 TWO CLASSICS AT CLEVELAND DE- 


CIDED ACCORDING TO FORM. 


Performance of Ann Direct in the M. 
and M. Stake for Trotters Brings 
Out Ability of Myron McHenry as 
Driver — Interesting, Features of 
Contest Noted—How Victory Wasa 
Achieved—Ardelle’s Work in the 
Chamber of pee acetns - Event. 


{BY HENRY TEN EYCK WHITE.) 

Two of the classics of the harness turf, the 
M. and M. for 2:24 trotters and the Chamber 
of Commerce for pacers of the same class, 
were decided at Cleveland last week, and 
each race was trotted to the form shown by 
the contestants in their previous appearances 
this season. Ardelle won the pacing event 
as she lixed, and Ann Direct had no difficulty 
in taking down the big end of the trotting 
race once she got clear of a little bad racing 
luck. 

There is an impression abroad that the field 
in the M. and M. this year was not as classy 
as in some of the previous renewals of the 
Stake, but this is hardly so.. The track at 
Cleveland, where the race was contested last 
Monday, was, in the judgment of good horse- 
men, at least two seconds slow, yet Ann Di- 
rect stepped the third mile in 2:12\%, and un- 
questionably had something left at the end. 


Past History of Race. 


A glance at the summaries of the race in 
bygone years reveals the fact that asa rule 
any trotter capable of putting up three heats 
in 2:12 or Detter got the big end of the money. 
Only once in the history of the race has 2:10 
been beaten, that being the year Electa won. 
She trotted a third heat in 2:08%, but a mile 
in 2:10 would have won just as easily. Next 
to that “performance is the 2:10% of The 
Queen f the long drawn out contest, extend- 
ing over two days, in which Royal Baron 
finally was victorious. 

There were many interesting features of 
Monday’s race that could not be covered in 
the dispatches. As a matter of fact, little 
Was known even by those who have been 
close to the horses all summer of. the real 
merits of Ann Direct. A month ago I called 
attention to the fact that Ben Walker gave 
the mare a slovenly drive om July 4 at Lib- 
ertyville, when the best she apparently could 
Go was to come second to Allie Jay in 2:17%. 
Later on at Windsor Aun Direct won a good 
race, trotting all her heats around 2:12, but 
the story was industriously circulated—and 
apparently believed by those who should 
have known most about the mare—that she 
could not get away from the wire at anything 
but a common rate of speed. 


Fast Start Is N ecessary. 


About 1:08 to the half was the Iimit set 
for her, and horsemen knew that if this was 
the case the daughter of Direct would have 
mighty litth chance in a fleld of a dozen or 
more M. & M. candidates that could tramp 
over to the half mile ground in 1:04 or better 
if necessary™end then come home at a re- 
spectable gait. In a race that terminates 
at the end of the third heat the nag that 
cannot get away at top speed or nearly so 
might as well be left in the barn so far as 
its chances of getting first money are con- 
cerned. 

This was the situation that confronted the 
Ann Direct people when the Cleveland race 
was to be decided, and Mr. Butler, who owns 
the mare, made no mistake in securing Myron 
McHenry to drive the East View mare. That 
with any other reineman in the sulky that 
day the race would have been lost to the 
Directum-Kelly mare is beyond question in 
the mind of every intelligent man that saw 
the contest. When McHenry left the harness 
horses in the fall of 1904 he unquestionably 
was the premier reinsman of the world, and 
his work with Ann Direct last Monday 
showed conclusively that he has not gone 
back. 

To begin with, hé knew nothing of the mare 
or her peculiarities, mever having pulled a 
Mne over her. Neither, until just before the 
race was called, had he any intimation he 
was to be asked to drive. In fact, in four of 
the five warming up miles Ann Direct was 
sen 
Walker was in the sulky. It will seem 
strange to horsemen that any stake trotter 
should need five warming up miles, afd the 
wonder increases when it is known that two 
of those miles were better than 2:20. 


Five Heats for Warm Up. 


When McHenry was asked to drive the 
race and give the mare her final warm up, 
Monroe Salisbury, manager of the Butler 
stable, said to him: “ Drive her anywhere 
from 2:18 to 2:15, and I am not sure that will 
be enough for her.”” McHenry thought, as 
would any horseman’under like circum- 
Stances, that four heats, one of them better 
than 2:20, were enough for any horse before 
Starting ina race, but he went out and drove 
the mare in 2:18. 

In the first heat of the race Ann Direct had 
no speed fm scoring, being seemingly unable 
to untrack herself. It was not until she had 
Bene half a mile, all the time in the ruck, 
that she seemed to unlimber a little and 
square away, and just at that point an un- 
intentional interference by another horse 
Spoiled any chancé she may have had fora 
better position and caused McHenry to take 
her back, finishing tenth in a field of twelve. 

In scoring for the second heat the mare be- 
gan to step more like a trotter, but still was 
not what horsemen call “ good.” But after 
she had turned into the backstretch she un- 
limbered, although it seemed absurd to ex- 
pect her to win from there, Brilliant Girl and 
a couple of other good horses being far in the 
lead: McHenry’s drive from the five-eighths 
pole to the wire in this heat. and especially 
from the head of the homestretch, wil] never 
be forgotten by those who saw it. 


All McHenry’s Old Skill There. 


When Brilliant’ Girl had Shaken off her 
opponents and looked to be winning by her- 
Seif, the crowd first noticed that, far up the 
homestretch, right out in the middie of the 
track, Ann Direct was coming with a mighty 
Stride, and that McHenry had her “ set ” 
as only he can hold and drivea horse. Those 
who recognized the once familiar poise of the 
man had no fear that Ann Direct would 
break. They knew that although the touch 
was light she was in a grip of tron. Brilliant 
Girl was tiring, and this fact, together with 
the brush Ann Direct was making, brought 
the horses tegether tn a jiffy. 

Just before they.got to the wire Ann Di- 
rect came alongside of her opponent with a 
last, dying rush. She was all in. And then 
Jack Curry, who had driven Brilliant Girl 
admirably, and who is in the top class of 
American reinsmen, for once lost. his usual] 
skill, his finish not being quite up to the 
Standard he sets for himself, and the heat 
was lost. In-:other words, aS an onlooker 
of many years’ experience put it, *“‘ Mac out- 
teamed him a shade at the home plate.” 

But McHenry had another good finish to 
drive before the money was safely landed, 
and he met the emergency in a characteris- 
tieally able way. In the third heat, notwith- 
Standing the tales that had been told abcut 
Ann Direct being unable to get to the half 
mile pole in better time than 1:08, he stepped 
her away from the wire as if she were a 
hobbled pacer, so far as the chances of mek- 
ing a break were concerned. Other nags 
tried to take the pole from the black mare 
but could not do it. She was at the quarter 
in :32%, then stepped the next furlong in 
2%, landing at the half in 1:05, and doing 
the trick as if she had something left. 


Clever Work in Final Heat. 


So far as her opponents in the previous 
heat were concerned it was evident they 
were not to be feared. But when the last 
eighth had been entered McHenry, his mare 
comfortably in the lead, heard a trotter 
coming from behind at a rate of speed that 
meant Cisaster to Ann Direct if it was main- 


tained. Lost drivers would have dug inio 


their horse right there—and the chances are 
the heat and race would have been jost. 
McHenry did nothing of thesort. He knew 
nothing about what Ann Direct would do ir 
he began to Grive right there and decided to 
wait and see what happened. 

Just then along came the mysterious 
stranger that proved to be the stallion Capt. 
Bacon, driven by Tommy Murphy, a high 
class driver. As McHenry told the incident 
to me after the race, he knew there was no 
use trying to beat the other horse as long 
as he kept up that clip. He waited and 
watched. It was only for an instant, but it 
seemed a long time, and with every stride 
the horses were nearing the wire. Finally 
Capt. Bacon was a good half length to the 
good and apparently winning. At that mo- 
ment his stride shortened a shade and Mc- 
Henry, concluding that his brush was ended

ting purse of the year. 


Facts About Ann Direct. 


Ann Direct will be in the limelight from 
now on. She is a closely made mare of medi- 
um size, fashioned on the general lines of the 
Direct family, and following its color—black 
The tremendous amount of preliminary work 
thus far found necessary in getting her ready 
on race day means that, now she is in a fast 
class, she must needs have legs of steel to 
stand the strain. Some experts hold that 
as she becomes familiar with the new clip she 
will need no more warming up than the ordi- 
nary trotter. Sh° is 6 years old and I am 
told she has rai: . twocolts. At all events 
she was not trained until 1905, and showed 
little speed then, a mile in 2:26 being her best 
effort. Nor was there any marked improve- 
ment in California, where the Butler horses 
were wintered. Although she had been 
named for the M. & M. along with East 
View Maiden, it was the latter mare the 
stable depended upon. But after coming east 
Ann: Direct began making speed, and as Kast 
View Maiden did not train well Ann Direct 
became the stable’s reliance in the big race. 
Incidentally, her performances will prove a 
card for the Illinois stallion, Allerton, as well 
as for her sire, Directum Kelly, the dam of 
Ann Direct being by Allerton. Directum 
Kelly's record is 2:08%, made as a 4 year 
old, while Allerton trotted in 2/09\%, and was 
one of the gamest racehorses I ever saw. 
The second dam of Ann Direct was Belle of 
Clarence, by Finch’'s St. Lawrence. 


Ardelle in Pacing Stake. 


As to the winner of the Chamber of Com- 
merce race, Ardelle, I have ziven her story 
pretty completely in this column on previous 
occasions. When she took a record of = :U5% 
at Windsor, goimg out, a green mare, to do 
battle against a large field of aged pacers 
whose work had put them in the 2:09 class, a 
good many experts in horse matters thought 
Geers was asking too much of the mare. 
But, as a matter of fact, she handled them 
with ease. Also it may be said that she 
really paced the first heat in 2:04%, going 
away in eighth position and far enough be- 
hind the pole horse to aceount for the differ- 
ence between those figures and the time 
as caught by the judges, who started their 
watches, in compliance with the rules, on the 
pole horse and stopped them on the one first 
home. That Ardelle could today pace a mile 
right at 2:02 is not doubted by those who 
have seen her race and noted the superlative 
ease with which she disposes of pacers able 
to step miles around 2:06. 

In the Chamber of Commerce event there 
was among thestartersa horse called Bonnie 
Steinway, a wearer of the hobbles, that had 
come from California with a great reputation 
for speed. At least half a dozen good horse- 
men, people that knew what they were talk- 
ing about, assured me before the Cleveland 
race that Bonnie Steinway was absolutely 
the fastest pacer up to a quarter of a mile 
they had ever seen, and they scouted the 
idea that Ardele would be able to hold her 
own with him the first end of the journey. 
It so happened that in the first heat of the 
Cleveland raée the two pacers landed at the 
first turn head and head, and it took about 
four seconds to demonstrate that Ardelle 
could outbrush the Steinway horse. 


Bonanza Next Best. 


In fact, there was nothing in the race near 
her class, and with her out of the way the 
pony Bonanza could beat all the others and 
not half try. He As a record horse in one 
respect—he started twice in the Chamber of 
Commerce and was secondevery heat. Last 
year when he chased Walter Direct out in 
2:05%,. lowering the record for the race, ‘it 
was decided to keep him over for 1906, and 
he was not started againthat summer. But 
in 1906 Geers, who beat him with Walter 
Direct in record time for the event, is on 
hand with Ardelle, and, although Bonanza 
makes her go in 2:05%, again lowering the 
record, she wins with even more ease than 
di@ Walter Direct. The other things in the 
race were not much. Some interest attached 
to Custer for the reason that he is a big, bold 
going horse that wears a lot of trappings, 
including a peek-a-boo bridle, and was got 
by the sire of Lou Dillon. 

But Custer, like the balance of the field 
when Ardelie and Bonanza are eliminated 
from the calculations, is no great shakes 
of a pacer. Even a hobbler like Bolivar, 
that performed on the same day, and stepped 
a mile in 2:04%, will command the respect 
of the peopie by his gameness where a bet- 
ter going nag that curls a little in a pinch 
will not receive much attention. Bolivar is 
a dead game horse, and he tries hard to win 
when he is dog tired and being cutraced, so 
the public cheers Bolivar and talks in a 
complimentary way about him. Another 
good pacer in the Bolivar race was Gratt. 
He had just:arrived from the half mile 
tracks and had not been working well, but 
when the bell rang the stallion pricked up 
his ears and went at the work at hand as if 
he néver felt better. He made Bolivar go 
in 2:04% and come back in 2:05\%, and before 
the season is over Gratt will have a pretty 
low mark. 

One of Large Family. 

Getting back to Ardelle, it is not generally 
known that he is one of a large family, 
but such is the case. A man named Cun- 
ningham, living near Memphis, Tenn., who 
bred the mare, is the owner of five full 
brothers and sisters to her. The dam of Ar- 
delle is still alive, but her sire, J. H. L., died 
a short time ago, although the fact hag not 
been made public untilnow. Just what Mr. 
Cunningham intends to do with his quintet 
of possible world beaters is not known, but 
if he wants to collect a good sized chunk of 
easy money from horse cranks all he need 
do is send the whole bunch and their ma to 
the auctions next winter. The people who 
are horse crazy and who hypnotize them- 
selves will do the rest. The sire of Ardelle 
was @ pretty fast pacer, his record being 
better than 2:00, but aside from the mare 
that is in the public eye just now he never 
sired anything worth mentioning, and the 
chances are that Ardelie is the only one of 
his get that will do anything above the or- 
dinary.

Dlg TALK FOR AUTO MEN. 


COMMISSION MUST DECIDE WHO 
GETS GLIDDEN TROPHY. 


Finish of Great Tour in Bretton 
Woods Resulting in Thirteen Ties 
Places Serious Problem Up to Those 
Who Are to Choose Proper Person 
to Whom to Award the Cup—Gen- 
eral Sentiment Favors Its Going 
to Percy Pierce of Buffalo. 


Now that the Glidden automobile tour is 
over, a gigantic task faces the cup commis- 
sion in trying to settle the question of who 
gets the trophy. With thirteen tied with 
perfect scores, the commission now has to 
settie to whom the cup goes. 

It is a serious problem and apparently no 
one can predict the final verdict. Each of 
the thirteen has his lightning rod up, hoping 
the commission will delegate him to guard 
the trophy for a year but at the same time 
realizing that there are twelve cthers in the 
same fix. General sentiment, however, fa- 
vors Percy Pierce, and it is mot beyond the 
range of probabilities that the commission 
will rule that he is entitled to the honor 
through having succegsfully defended his 
title. 

A clause in the deed of gift provides that 
a winning club shall hold the trophy until it 
is taken from it, and as the Buffalo Automo- 
bile club now is in possession, through the 
fine driving of Percy Pierce a year ago, it 
seems likely the commission will rule that it 
stay in Bisontown. Then, -too, the sports- 
manilike conduct of Pierce on the tour is a 
strong factor in his favor. The first day out 
Pierce risked his chance by stopping to pull 
a car out of thé ditch, and the next to the last 
day, when the fight was most strenuous, he 
stopped and helped Van Sicklen make a tire 
repair until he just had time to slide into the 
control without penalization. 


Commission to Settle Problem. 

The commission: consists of the president 
of the American Automobile association, 
John Farson of Chicago, Dave Hennen Mor- 
ris, president of the Automobile Club of 
America; a, delegate from the Automobile 
Club of Great Britain and Ireland, repre- 
sentatives of France and Germany, W. K. 
Vanderbilt Jr., and C. J. Glidden. These 
men will shortly meet at the call of Mr. 
Glidden and wrestle with the: question. 

None of the Chicago entrants survived with 
a perfect score, N. H. Van Sicklen being 
eliminated the next to the last day. Two 
others finished the*tour, J. H. McDuffee and 
F. J. Pardee. From Bretton Woods they 
drove to Boston, then shipped their cars 
home and returned themselves by train, get- 
ting here Thursday with all kinds of tales 
of. general dissatisfaction among the tour- 
ists over the way the tour was managed. 

McDuffee condemns the rates charged at 
the hoteis, particularly at Jackman, Mo., 
where the tourists were assessed $5 each for 
the privilege of sleeping in tents. McDuffee 
and many others balked at this and easily 
found accommodations among the farmers, 
who gave them beds for 50 cents each. An- 
other complaint was made because each was 
taxed $4 for storing a car in a tent garage 
at Waterman, when the ordinary charges in 
cities range around 50 cents. 

That money was strewn broadcast through 
the land by the tourists was shown by Mc- 
Duffee’s statement that the tour easily cost 
each car $1,000, and there were thirty-five 
cars that rolled into Bretton Woods. Sixty- 
five started from Buffalo, sothere must have 
been something like $50,000 distributed 
through New York, Canada, Maine, and New 
Hampshire. 

Revision of Rules Likely. 

In all probability there will be a general 
revision of the rules for next year, and the 
affair will not be so strenuous. This caravan 
style of traveling is not fancied anyway, and 
the suggestion is made that next time some 
central place be selected, then let the tour- 
ists go there according to their own ideas. 
When the general rendezvous is reached the 
contest for the tour can be arranged, say 100 
miles into the surrounding territory, return- 
ing each night.. In,this way comfortable 
quarters will always be at naand and it will 
not be necessary to subject the womén to the 
hardships they encountered on thelate run. 

Jamestown, Va., is suggested as a likely 
place for such a rendezvous in view of the 
fact that there will be a big exposition there 
next year. Some fauit is found with this, 
though, because of the nature of the roads in 
the south, which are of clay generally, which, 
if it should rain, would make the going far 
harder even than through Canada. 

That hill climb last Tuesday up Crawford 
Notch, near Bretton Woods, a sort of an 
aftermath to the Glidden, brought up a curi- 
ous point. Two Stearns cars ran one, two 
in the feature event, but were thrown out of 
the reckoning through a peculiar ruling. 
A protest. was filed against them on the 
ground that they were not stock cars as per 
the 1906 catalogues. As a matter of fact 
they are 1007 models and on this point they 
were rejected. This, too, after the builder, 
Frank Be Stearns of Cleveland, had taken 
the precaution to file a sworn statement of 
the epecifications to be printed on the cata- 
logue calling for five and three-quarter by 
five and seven-eighths inch cylinders. 

Chicagoans will be on the lookout for a 
transcontinental record breaker in a short 
time, as L. L. Whitman ig now on his way 
east in an effort to cut the present mark. 
With C. 8S. Carlss as a mate Whitman left 
San Francieco last Tuesday in an effort to 
reach New York inside of thirty-three days 
which is the present record and which is 
held by this same pair, who made the journey 
two years ago in’a two cylinder car. 

Whitman is @ veteran at the game and is a 
unique figure in coast motoring. He at- 
tracted attention right after the late San 
Francisco disaster by escaping and driving 
to Los Angeles in his car, carrying his house- 
hold effects with him. Once there he did not 
lose his business instinct, but rented a bed- 
room and established in it an automobile 
salesroom. bts 
A-race meet for Labor day is billed j 
Louls. There are six races pohataled, the 


first at three miles, for stock cars costing 
$1,500 or lese; the second, for stock cars cost- 
ing $2,500 or less, will be at five miles; the 
third, also at five miles, will be for St. Louls 
chauffeurs in private employ, driving cars 
owned by their employers; the fourth event 
is a five mile handicap, open to owners driv- 
ing their own cars. The two feature races 
will be the fifth and sixth. The first one will 
be at a distance of fifty miles, for all classes 
of stock touring’ cars, while the other race 
will be a ten mile open for all cars, racing or 
stock machines. J. H. Phillips, 8983 Olive 
street, St. Louls, is managing the meet, while 
Motor Way is looking after the local end.

SEEING. THE CITY. — 

It is sometimes quite amusing to read 
descriptions of Chicago written affer a 
few days of sojourn in a hotel, possibly on 
the lake front, by some visitor who per- 
haps entered the city omvone of the roads 
coming in aloug the lake shore to @ cen- 
tral station, A hurried study of the’map, 
a walk along a few blocks of State street, 
a ride through Lincolti park by way ot the 
Lake Shore drive, a conversation oF two 
with chance acquaintances or with spe- 
cially introduced persons who are. sup- 
posed to know the ninin facts of interest, 
and Ohicago has been“ seen;’) ‘atleast 
well enough for a descriptive article tell- 
ing of its sordidness, ite nin, and. its aeacd of 
and push. 

It is safe to say that there are thou- 
sands of residents of the city, teo, who 
have never seen Chicago. They have Iit- 
tle conception from actual experience of 
the difference between Kenwood and Mil- 
weukee avenue, between Walton place 
and Davis square. They go to New Or- 
leans and rave over the French quarter, 
or find interest in the Champs Elysées ar 
Unter den Linden, utterly unconscious of 
the possibility of things at home partly 
comparable with these sights abroad. They 
tell with enthusiasm of curious gargoyles 
or other decorations upon some ancient 
cathedral of Hurope, take delight fn mural 
paintings, or spend hours in art galleries 
in continental <cities, and never think of 
looking for such things in Chicago. 

All of this is suggested by the story of 
a woman of culture and refinement who 
bas been spending the summer in. this 
city and who has been“ seeing Chicago ” 
leisurely, following here the same methods 
of sight seeing which she has often em- 
ployed iu visits. to the plates. of interest 
to American travelers abroad. She has 
been surprised herself and has astonished 
her Obtcago friends with her account of 
what. she has found... Parks, boulevards, 
etatuary, Hbraries, museums, . churches, 
public - buildings, great business houses, 
settlements, universities, manufacturing 
plants, the art gallery,. various methods of 
transportation, pleasant .drives, observa- 
tion towers, places of amusement indoors 
and in the open air, quarters largely occu- 
pied by special race elements—ia fact, 
almost every‘ sort of. thing of interest to 
sightseers she has visited: here, and -the 
account’ of her experiences is as full of 
charm and of varied attractiveness as that 
of any of her other travels, the element 
of newness in place of. antiquity being 
almost the only thing differentiating . the 
summer enjoyment of 1906 from ‘that of 
other seasons spent in traveling abroad. 
Much has been said of late respecting 
the adventages of Ohicago as a summer 
resort, the thought being Jargely of weath- 
er and of opportunities for amusement. .A 
similar story might be told of the chances 
for instruction in the same things which 
Americans seek on the continent each 
year with the outley of hundreds of dol- 
lars. A city of magnificent distances, time 
is required to see Chicago in its entirety, 
There are many things..which are crude 
and il] formed. There are many others 
which deserve more attention from Chi- 
cago people. and from visitors alike which 
have not been at all exploited in a bustling 
city in a commercial age. 


ANOTHER OFFENSE*OF AUTOMOBILES. 

The Massachusetts officials who are dele 
gated to fight the gypsy moth aceuse auto- 
mobiles of being one of*the chief factors in 
the diffusion of the moth. The gypsy moth 
cannot fiy and the caterpillars cannot craw! 
far from the nest, but dropping down upon 
automobiles they are carried great distances 
in a few hours. The great danger, then, 
lies along the main routes of travel, and the 
ccommisstoners are directing their attention 
to keeping the moths away from the road. 
The brown tail moth, which is equally de- 
structive in Messachusetts; can fly,-and 
therefore cannot be checked in the same way. 
It is attracted by the lights and the smell 
of automobiles, and takes free rides wikh- 
out the owner’s consent. 

The gypsy moth was brought to this coun: 
try in 1868 by a French scientist, who hoped 
to do the world a service by crossing the 
gypsy moth with some native insect, and 
thus securing a hardy silk spinning insect 
of commercial value. The moths escaped 
| and increased slowly in the woods near Med- 
ford for twenty years, then the state began 
the work of destroying them. Heroic meas- 
ures were adopted, including the washing of 


trees in the infested district. After a few 
years of this expensive fighting the people of 
Massachusetts rested in the belief that the 
victory was theirs, but woke to discover that 
the moths were many times as numerous as 
before. Since then every town hes taken 
up the fight, and the state pays half the ex- 
penses of the towns which spend more than 
a certain sum. But two-thirds of the state 
is infested, and the moth has already estab- 
lished colonies tn Connecticut and Rhode 
Island. 

The moths are so numerous that there is 
not money enough to fight them in the old 
way. The plan now is to keep the trees by 
the roadside clear. To that end the com- 
missioners cut clearings in the woods abont 
one hundred feet.wide. Not all the trees in 
these strips are cut down, but enough so 
that the trees are not in contact and the trees 
can be kept clean. Residence districts are 
also kept clean by spraying, by sticky paper 
about the trees, and in other ways. But 
most hope is.placed now in parasites. The 
state commission imports insects from Eu- 
rope by the hundred thousand, taking care 
that none get away. On these insects are 
found destructive parasites. The parasites 
are bred and placed in the woods where the 
moths arefound. Unless they discover some 
native food which they like better the para- 
sites will destroy. enough of the moths to 
render the remainder bariileés geth Europe. 
Gradually working their’way inté the in- 
terior of the woodlands these micros¢opic 
friends of humenity will at last free Massa- 
chusetts from the scourge which has deso- 
lated that region for nearly. twenty years. 

In the meantime if the gypsy moth is 
brought westward by automobiles the war; 
fare will have to be renewed on @ gigantic 
scale on a different battlefield. Population

HOMICIDE IN CHICAGO. ‘ 

Thére’ are iui the Cook’ county jail thir: 
ty-five ‘persofts awaiting trial for murder, 
In this unénviable particular ~ Chicago 
leads: all:the cities-of. Europe and Ainer- 
ica with the exception of St. Petersburg 
and Rome. In the Russian capital condi- 
tions are abnormal. Many men are un- 
der arrest. for what the authorities, call 
murder and what the revélutionists call 
lawful acts of war. Romé ‘is the chief 
city of a country where murder is ex- 
ceptionally frequent... It is the popular 
niethod of settling controversies, 

The number of murderers awaiting 
trial In Chicago is not exceptionally 
large. It.is the, average. number, th 
high level being maintained throughout 
When one man arrested for 
‘murder is set free or sent to the scaffold 
or Joliet there is always some one ready 
to occupy his cell. The question is why 
the Cook county jail should always have 
so large a homicidal popniation—why 
more murders shonid be committed here 
annually than in London, Paris; or Ber- 
lin. 

Andrew D.. White would. answer the 
question offhand if it were put to him, 
He would say that the United States 
leads the civilized world in murders, 
and that the causes which are operative 
in the country, taken as a whole, must 
be operative in a great American city 
like Chicago. Dr. White ascribes the 
prevalence of murder to “too much over- 
wrought. sentimentality in favor of the 
to “sham. humanitarianism,” 
and the inflwence of ‘the petty criminal] 
lawyers in state legislatures, which hin- 
ders the reformation of criminal pro- 
cedure. All these evil conditions are 
found in Chicago, but after making al- 
lowance for them why should the number 
of murders in thie community be so _ dis- 
proportionately large? 

The Cook county jailer thinks that 
abouf 60 per cent of the _ prisoners 
charged with murder are foreigners. 
The chief of police says that a large pro- 
portion of them are. He says Chicago is 
the dumping ground for the different na- 
tions of KBurope and also a congregating 


‘point for the hobos of the United States, 


The hobo, it may be observed, as a rule, 
is not a foreigner but “native to the 
soil.” -: 

The statement that many murders tn 
Chicago are committed by foreigners is 
true; but ‘it does not go sufficiently into 
particulars. It’ does not say what per- 
eentage of a year’s homicides should be 
charged up to each nationality. Men of 
different races differ widely in their homl- 
cida! proclivities. ) 

The’ writer.of .an article in the Popular 
Science Monthly on the effect of immi- 
gration on ‘homicide in American cities 
says that the pre®minence for murder 
among nationalities. represented in Amer- 
fean prisons belongs to the Mexicans. 
Next to them.come the Chinese.’. Out of 
each 100,000 Italians in this country 50.2 
are held for murder. With English, 
Irish, Germans, and Scandinavians the 
ratio falls to three or four to every 100,- 
000. The writer asserts that in cities 
where there have been few Immigrants 
from southern Enrope the ratios of homi- 
cides have. changed little and are low... In 
other cities’ where many of those immi- 
grants have settled the ratios have in- 


creased greatly and are extremely high. 


The causes of the frequency of homl- 
cide in: Chicago would be better under- 
stood if some patient seeker after knowl- 
edgé were to analyze and classify the 
cases for a number of years. They 
would fall tinder many heads. Some 
were due to jealousy and some were inci- 
dental to robberies. Occasionally strikes 
bave had fatal consequences. Obscure 
vendettas, quarrels for unknown reasons 
among men belonging to the criminal 
classes, and liquor-and the uncontrollable 
passions it generates would appear in the 
list. of causes. An. account..should -be 
kept with each of the races which goes 
toward making up the heterogeneous pop- 
ulation of Chicago. With such an analy- 
sis it would be possible to say whether a 
disproportionate number of murders are 
chargeable to the foreign element in the 
population, and if so, which nationalities 
are responsible for the largest percent- 
ages of them. 


COURTESY OF APBDRESS. 

It Sometimes comes as a distinct shock 
to an American abroad when it is sue- 
gested to him.that the use of “sir” or 
“ma'am” in connection with the word 
“ves” is bad form, indicative of servil- 
ity, and not the proper way for a free 
and indepéndent individual to  § express 
himself. At the same time he finds him- 
self unable to sympathize with the harsh- 
ness of address often used abroad, where 
women are treated exactly as the other 
sex, sO far as the manner of addressing 
them is concerned. 

A fine theory might be advocated about 
the effect of rank and social distinctions 
upon common courtesy, the supposition 
being that. people, of . “gentle . blood” 
would always treat ail comers with a sort 
of. traditional knightly respect. manifest- 
ing its presence in sdéftness of voice and 
gracefulness. of bearing, while the less 
fortunate children of a democracy would 
havé @ ‘tendeticy in’ their leveling proc- 
esses toward an entire absence of any- 
thing showing the slightest trace of def- 
erence one toward another. The thought 
that one man is just as good as another, 
a foundation,-prineiple ia a democracs, 
carries with :it the suggestion that’ ro 
man should show any special reverence 
or respect for another. The children of 
such a society; therefore, could not. be 
expected to manifest any greater courte- 
sy than. that taught by the parents, 

As a matter of fact it is likely that 
the American youth are as wel] trainei 
a& these-of any mation in certain of the 
elemental forms of courtesy, and that, too, 
without the slightest thought of any serv- 
ility connected with it. The. use of 
“sir,” like that of “esquire,” carries 
with jt no notion ef rank or honor.. It is 
more &@ form of address, having in tt a 
ce rene of the deference: due. to 

] addressed, such deference 
belnge suggested by age, position,, relation- 
ship,’ or by that poliey often influential

The. few which, still mauifest. them- 
selves should be enéouraged in the réal 
interest’ of. that. ideal, demo¢racy! in which 
every one would recelve respect because 
he was worthy of vtespect of all the 
others, his equals in rank, opportunity; 
and courtesy. 


HOURS OF WOMEN’S WORK. 

The Court of Special Sessions, one of 
the inferior courts of New York, has held 
the law regulating the hours of employ- 
ment for women to be unconstitutional. 
The ground alleged is interference with 
liberty of contract.’ ‘The case will now 
go to’ the higher courts of the state. It 
is impossible to forecast the final deci- 
sion, because courts in other states have 
disagreed. 

In Massachusetts the Supreme court 
held a law forbidding women to work 
more than sixty hours a week in factories 
to be constitutional,. The reasoning was 
that in other cases the law ,has . recog- 
nized labor in factories to. be more dan- 
gerous and insanitary than other forms 
of labor, and, therefore, such legislation 
may be maintained either as a health or 
police regulation: In the IHinois case of 
Ritchie vs. People the Stpreme Court 
held a statute forbidding women to. labor 
more than eight hours a day in factories 
to. be unconstitutional The grounds al- 
leged were that an arbitrary discrimina- 
tion was established between manifac- 
turers and merchants, that there was dis- 
crimination against women, that the right 
to contract Is both liberty and property 
under the constitution and must, there- 
fore, be protected, and that there is no 
reasonable ground for fixing upon éight 
bours a day as the limit within which 
women may work without, injury and hbe- 
yond which if she work ‘injury will fol- 
low. 

Prof, Freund, tn his work on “ Police 
Power,’ inclines.to the opinion that the 
decision of the Illinois court’ may be sus- 
tained best on the ground that a limita- 
tion of the hours of work to eight is not 
to be justified by reasons of health, but 
by social reasons, and thet ft Is unfair to 
concede this advantage to women, who ab 
ready have the privileges of -men. In 
other words, since women have clamored 
for equal rights In’ matter of property, 
occupation, and so on, they have no claim 
for superior protection. . It. would seem 
also that the limitation of work to eight 
hours a day is on a different basis from 
a limitation to ten hours a day or eleven 
hours a day, with a half holiday on Sat- 
urday. The Supreme court of Nebraska 
has held a law limiting the hours of 
women’s work to sixty hours a week con- 
stitutional, but neither. there nor in Mas- 
sachusetts has a limitation of woman's 
work to eight hours a day been estab- 
lished. by law. | 

The question becomes a question of 
public health upon the proving of cer- 
tain facts. Are women, as a rufe, in- 
jured by being compelled te work more 
than sixty hours a week? Are they more 
injured than men are by the same hours? 
Are they In an economic condition where 
it is knpossible for them to protect them- 
selves against the exactions of employers 
without snch a taw? These’ may be 
treated as questions of fact, and if these 
questions are affirmatively answered all 
talk of violation of freedom of contract 
may be neglected. If it is me*ely pleas- 
ant not to work more than sixty hours a 
week those who do not wish to. work 
should not be allowed to interfere with 
the liberty of the more diligent. But if 
such labor is inevitably and seriously in- 
jurious it should be stopped, regardless of 
protests from those who are willing to 
work themselves to death. It may be 
unconstitutional. to discriminate between 
women and men in this matter. . If so, an 
amendment to the constitution conld be 
procured, for in general the men can look 
eut for themselves. through their . trade 
unions, while the women workers who 
need protection are unorganized or are 
powerless through CREO: 


A FEEBLE GOVERNMENT. 

The matter of an injunction to restrain 
the enforcement of the wide tire ordinance 
was to have been argued Thursday. It 
had to be postponed because of the inabil- 
ity of the city’s lawyers to get up their 
ease, As the judge who was to have 
heard the arguments is going off for his 
vacation it will be necessary to find an- 
other judge acceptable to both parties, 
That will not be easy at this time of the 
year, when judges are scarce. The wide 
tire ordinance will take another nap. 

The ordinance was passed three years 
ago to go into operation the beginning of 
this year. Last December the counei! 
adopted a suspensory order and revoked 
it in February, as the team owners threat- 
ened injunction proceedings if the ordi- 
nance were enforced. The mayor and other 
city officials agreed that they would wait. 
It is their eustonmr when ‘such a threat is 
made to throw up their hands and say 
that they can do nothing. Last month 
they gained a-little conrage and sald they 
intended to do their duty. Thereupon the 
injunction was asked for. 

The city law department ought to have 
been ready with its argument, even if not 
duly notified by the mayor that he in: 
tended to defy the team owners. It had 
known for nearly six months that the mat- 
ter would tome up some time or other 
and should have been ready. Probably 
it. was too much engrossed in municipal 
ownership problems to~ devote. time’ to 
practical questions. ._The law department 
is more expensive than it is useful.

If he put honey In them the 
bees visited these false green flowers; if the honey was withdrawn 
they ceased their visits. 7 

When the nectariferous part of the natural flowers was removed, 
leaving thebrightly hued corolla, the insects came no more on their 
quests. if, on the contrary, the nectdriferous flowers. were hidden be- 
neath green foliage the:insects knew how to trace their invisible prize. 

The general conclusién of ‘M. Plateau’s’ researches is identical 
with that. which I formulated twenty-five years ago; the ineects are 
guided to the flowers by another sense than vision and which only 
can be smell. 

This does not say that it is the perfumes of the flowers wifich 
attract the bees, because perfumed. and nonnectariferous flowers seem 
in general to be without sensible result.

E are charged—and perhaps. chargeable—in the 
present age of business with too little regard 
for the small details of .depertment in. our 
business relations.

But having quieted com- 
ment in this quarter, rather than settling the 
question for all time, that other general ques- 
tion comes up again, Are the amenities of 
social contact sufficiently preserved in the 
domain of business in its general lines? . 

Unquestionably the answer is, No. At the 
same time the matter of this settlement on 4 
comprehensive general scale involves so many 
7 incidental @nd individual factors in business 
@nd community relations that in all probability man never will be 
eble for the solution of the matter.

Deportment is etiquette in all its surface essentials. Lack of 
unwritten deportment -makes it possible for the individual attempt to 
conform to it to bring about a-laugh at the expense of the conformist, 
or on the other hand to land.the nonconformist on his head in tae 
street. One has been guilty of. too much and the otlier guilty of too 
little, but according to the judgment based in an unwritten: law both 
are made to suffer. 

Nationally an. unwritten law asks of the citizen that he remove 
his hat when the band plays “ The Star Spangled Banner.” At the 
same time no man with an ancestry buried south of Mason & Dixon's 
line takes kindly to the invitation. He bas no objection to the music 
as a national air—no more:than, lias-his northern brother to the music 
of “Dixie”. when that northern brother claps and shouts his appre- 
ciation of “ Dixie’s” stirring syncopations. But the southerner re- 
members first the words of the national air, and they are not words 
to command an obeisance forty years after they have become nationally 
in bad taste. .

The sur- 
prisingly lergé volume reported—pradétically 
all of the outlying parté of the city, par- 
ticularly in the northwest, west, and th- 
west sections constitutes one of the most 
eneduraging features of the market. for the 
reagon thet the basis of any well sustained, 
active market must find its support here. 


Factory Property in Demand. 

Well located factory property eontinues ip 
strong @emand, far beyond the Supply ih the } 
more ééntral district of the city, ahdto &n 
exterit that is building up indétsttat distriets 
or centers in outlying sections ata prodigious 
rate. Nothing eould indieate more clearly 
the absolutely health» growth of the ofty 
than this. 

In ad@ition there is reporté4 an unusually 
good @emand for better class of residénces, 
one broker of prominence in thie field meking 
the statement that his business for the last 
few months had been much better than for 
séveral yeafos. Taken as 4 whole, this is the 
general reflex of market cofiditions, and 
more Optimism is heard regarding the future 
.of the market. than for years past. 

Ofie prominent broker made the prediction 
a few days ago that the year 1907 would 
bring to Chicago the best réaity market the 
city ever had known. Of course, thisis mere- 
ly one man’s opinion, and it is more than 
possible that he is oversanguine as to what 
the coming year is to bring, but it ts of fn- 
terest when it is consitered that many other 
brokers, owners, ae well ae investors &re ex- 
ceedingly poner regarding the future of the 
market in ® near future, and when it is 
considered algo what &@ powérful element 
sentiment is in shaping market conditions.

On the decline 
there was buying by Barrell, who was an 
early seller, Roycroft, and Lake. Commis- 
sion houses sold on stop loss orders. Wrenn, 
Nickelis, Love, and Kidston were moderate 
séliers of corn, with Bartlett and Wrenn 
buyers of September.

Wells was 
a good buyer, supposed to be for foreign ac- 
count. Armour brokers bought September 
and Detober ribs, and shorts September pork, 
Meat shipments for the week were 14,570,-

ago.

Broomhall estimated world’s wheat ship- 
ments for the week at 8,000,000 bu, against 
9,008,000 a year ago.

“The statement has been made often in 
the last year or two that the prices of corn 
and wheat were destined to draw close to- 
gether before a great while,”’ said E. W. 
Wagner. ‘ There is less to combat theargu- 
ment that this may be the case each year, 
and I cah see but one thing to prevent it hap- 
pening sooner than many believe. Either the 
use of corn in feeding and for industrial pur-- 
poses must enlarge its area for cultivation by 
encroachment upon wheat acreage or we wil! 

It. confronts the farmer today as 
never before, and I believe the winter wheat 
acreage this fall will satisfy us of what we 
can hereafter depend upon.”’ 

Peoria wired: ‘It is awfully dry, and 

corn hae undoubtedly been damaged in some 
places, but there is nothing alarming tn cen- 
tral Illinois at present, and good soaking 
rains within a. week would, in our judgment, 
produce nearly an average crop. Corn Is

The Mussulman 
maids and matrons, one and all, wear their fair faces 
concealed behind a thick veil. In the street the elderly 
dame with wrinkled and crinkled visage and the freshly 
blooming cheeks of the 20 year old look all alike to the 
spectator, who sees only mysterious men natiticee! and folds 
of drapery. 

Turkey is the country for the outer equality of 
womankind. The veil and the firadje, which mask the 
bast and head, are veritable levelers.

a Young Man Is Betrothed to Unseen Maiden. 


The young man, therefore, has recourse to the taste 
‘ of his mother and relatives. He.is betrothed and three- 
quarters married without knowing the_ features of ‘the 
woman with whom his lot is to be cast. 

Some beautiful morning the parents visit various 
homes where they know they will find a young girl. 
For this eolemn event they are known as seers or spec- 
tators. The girls defile in front of them, blushing. They 
serve strong coffee in little cups and await in silence

The two principals are not present. 
representatives repeat these words to them presently. 
This ceremony is performed with open hands, so that 
fate will open hers and outpour benefits upon the two 
espoused.

Up to this time the seers or investigators alone have 
seen the young girl. The other relatives of the bride- 
groom do not yet know her. She will be presented to 
them during the next féte. The bridegroom’s house is 
then filled with guests, who lend themselves to the de- 
lights of the dance for some hours. The musicians play 
the lute and the violin. 

. The most curious ceremony now follows and gives 
to the girl the name of wife. Two houses are selected 
for this ceremony. The men relatives are gathered to- 
gether in one with the bride’s father as-host, the women 
relatives are gathered in the other with her mother as 
hostess. She first repairs to the house of the men guests 
and dines for the last time at the paternal table at a

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feast of wine, Turkish vermicelli, vegetables, roast, and 
ilaf. After the feast she is conducted to the feminine 
house, where women stain her naile with henna. She 
now returns to the masculine contingent and has her 
fingers, palms, and pupils painted with the same henna. 
The dancing and singing proceed apace and simultane- 


ously in the two houses far into the night. That is 
the féte of the * Henna.” 

Perhaps no ceremonial known to the world is so 
brilliant as a social function as the “Henna,” nor does 


the world Know such a perfect social function of good 
will and of hospitality. The friends of the groom, of 
course, are the honored ones, but for once in her life 
the Turkish maiden is a personage of importance and 
her friends, few as they are, owing to her MNmited chances 
of meeting other human beings outside her own family 
circle, are as welcome as are the friends of the bride- 
groom. Her family, indeed, is at that time the impor- 
tant one—for there still .are financial obligations to be 
arranged, and the bride’s family has the uwppef hand in 
those matters. 

The féte of the Henna is the indoor celebration, 
and it is marked by wonderful exhibitions of graceful 
dancing, mainly by hired professionals, and the number 


and skill of the dancers marks the importance of the 
marriage.

The “ Cochatema” precedes the nuptials. It is the 
where ithe near relatives of

gestures and threatening makebelieves have a magical 
significance. They preserve the new family from the 
dread inmfiuence of the evil eye.

When he is ready to pass the threshold he is invested 
with marital authority in a strange manner.

Competition Overestimated. 


OMPETITORS in business generally 


misunderstand each other, and nearly 

always each is ready to attribute un- 

holy motives to the other fellow with- 

out thoughtful consideration or in- 
vyestiga of any kind. 

Is it Sent for the merchant to work in 

y with his competitors, agreeing to 
geil certain staple goods at a common price, 
or persevere in the old practice of under- 
gelling competitors and thus seek to win trade 
by the power of lower prices? 

‘Thoughtful people must know that a mer- 
chant cannot sell foods at cost, except such 
merchandise as shop worn articles, passé 
styles and finishes, and goods purchased 
under abnormal! conditions from overloaded 
‘factories and the like.- A checker player fre- 
quently gives away one man to his opponent 
in order to win two or three by the new posi- 
tion he has gained. And everybody must 
ynderstand that merchants frequently sell 
staple articles at cost in order to sell many 
other articles at a proft. 

One buying an article of which he knows 
the value recognizes a bargain when he 
‘sees it. But the average customer doesn’t 
know values and must depend on the store- 
keeper to give him what he wants. 

StoreKeepers are closer to the people than 
any other class of men, and they run their 
gtores to meet the requirements of their cus- 
tomers—in other words, they are what their 
customers force them to be 


Customers Demand Cheap Goods. 

People who complain of shoddy goods 
which they buy generally want cheap goods 
or live in a community where the demand 
is greater for cheap goods thant is for goods 
of a substantial character. 

The man who thinks a home merchant is 
trying to skin him may be unwilling to pay 
a fair profit on his purchases and therefore 
courts the treatment of which he complains. 
He generally is the man who assumes to 
know what goods cost and goes from one 
store to another until he gets the kind of a 
price be Wants. Then in the end if he finds 
be has to pay for unaccounted extras he 
gaye with a loud voice that he hds been 
skinned. 

if competitors would play fair with each 
other and let it be known when the sharp 
man is going the rounds he would find about 
the same prices at each store and be forced 
te buy goocs at a proper price. He would 
then be likely to quote prices from catalogue 
houses or catalogues from out of town stores, 
but this talk easily is met; most merchants 
are happy te duplicate goods shown in cat- 
alogues at the eame price and under the 
game conditions at which the goods are 
offered. These conditions are cash in ad- 
Vance and the customer to pay all the freight, 
crayege, and crating charges. 

It is never good for the merchant or the 
pedple when staple goods are sold below the 
atapie price at which sueh goods are sold the 
country over. 

in a certain jlinois city standard 9x12 
Wilton rugs are sold for $29, while over the 
rest of the entire country these rugs bring 
$35.

Price Cutter Sick of His Policy. . 

Some people think that it is a good thing 
for them when merchants get to cutting 
prices down to cost or lower—the price of 
the rugs, for instance, puts them where 
many people can buy them. People will pay 
$29 much quicker than $385. There is no 
doubt but that more rugs are sold in this 
city than in any other city of its size in the 
country, but the dealers are getting sick of 
handling them. The man responsible for 
the ruinous price is today advertising an in- 
ferior rug as “the best domestic rug made 
~price $35 ‘“—which indicates that he is anx- 
fous to discourage the sale of the standard 
Tugs at cost. He ever is willing to sell an 
inferior rug at the price the good one should 
bring in order to make up for the loss he 
has sustained. Is this good for the people? 
Is it good for the merchant? Decidedly not. 

It may be said that law “ caveat emptor " 
—the buyer takes the risk—still obtains, and 
people should know good rugs from poor 
ones. It may be that people should know 
values, but it is certain that people do not. 
We read of great bankers and railroad owne- 
ers paying fortunes for imitations of ancient 
art, and the best of men do not know values 
outside of their own particular fields of en- 
deavor. / 

A furniture dealer recently went intol a 
competing store to.ask a favor, which read- 
ily was granted to him. While there he saw 
a sideboard like one he had and marked at 
the same price. On reaching his own store 
he marked his sideboard $5 cheaper and con- 
sidered himself a smooth man. When the 
competitor found out what had been done 
it was natural for him to mark his own side- 


board still lower—both men expect to make* 


up for the loss in other ways.

Should Be Fair with “ompetiters. 
How differefit was the competitor who went 
into the same furniture store and saw some 
porch shades which he was also handling. 
{nquiring the prices at which they were 
being sold, he found that he was lower on 
one size and higher on another, so he went 
back to his store and made his prices exactly 
like those of his competitor. He was wise 
and his customers are sure of fair treatment 
always, because by this action he proved 
himself to be a fair minded man. By the 
Same token the merchant who marked his 
sideboard down helaw the staple price in 
order to outdo his friéhdly competitor showed 
an unfair mind and a disposition which will 
take advantage of a customer’s lack of 
knowledge. It is better for competitors to 
get together thaw «'¢k to ruin each other. 
It is better becaust"when they are fair to 
each other they are fair to their customers, 
and nothing but good can come from such 
business conauct. 
his hire, the merchant certainly is worthy of 
his reasonabie profit. | Getting together ena- 
bles them to make this profit and to feel safe 
in asking it. 
onest, fair competition really is not com- 
petition at all—but legitimate business. The 
great trouble is that we have come to mis- 
understand the word competition and con.

“ Who is the inventor?” asked Charlies P. 
Steinmetz, engineer for one of the greatest 
électrical plants in the world. “In the 
great aggregate of inventions he merely is 
the running mate for the promoter. The ag- 
-gregate of his work is a bar to the greater 
progress of the world. He invents and his 
invention is patented. He does not build; 
he does not use, perhaps. He has a partial 
idea of some part of a great principle and he 
rushes away to the United States patent 
office with the assurance that the govern- 
ment will give to him a seventeen year pro- 
prietorsitip to that partial idea, which he 
may have anticipated only a few months in 
advance of its inevitable discovery; and 
which idea for sixteen and a half years may 
block all others from its use, of which he him- 
self may never take the advantage 4s manu- 
facturer or exploiter.”’

Experience of One Manufacturer. 


This is a liberal construction and expression 


of Mr. Steinmetz’s speech, which was re- 
ceived with such applause from 4 body of 
men who to the layman would seem to have 
such need of supporting the United States 
patent office and its methods. But to bring 
home to the layman all that the point of 
view might mean, the experience of one of 
the leading members of the institute may 
be cited as suggestive. 

This manufacturer had need of a machine 
which should record three entries updn a 
card on the basis of an automatic computa- 
tion. He knew just the neede of his house 
and he had in mind just the machine which 
he could build in his shop for the carrying 
out of the necessity. But there had been 
patents on the computing mechanisms .of 
many kinds and before he could begin to 
construct the machine to his needs it was 
necessary to his financial safety that his 
patent attorney go over the records. di 

From the manufacturing plant In Milwau- 
kee the manufacturer wrote to his attorney 
in Chicago to investigate. Several days” 
later he was informed that the papers cov- 
ering the patents in that line were in han 
and the manufacturer appeared in the law- 
yer’s office in Dearborn street. On a table 
in the office were std@cks and piles of patent 
papers, ranged in lines across the table toa 
depth of fourteen ‘inches.

Cost $1,200 for Investigation. 

“These are the papers.” explained the pat- 
ent attorney, “and before you can go ahead 
safely they will need té be examined thor- 
oughly.” ke 

Asked for an estimate of the time neces- 
sary, the lawyer explained that it would re- 
quire about eight weeks for oneman., Asked 
for the cost of the work, the lawyer said 
that the expert necessary for the examina- 
tions. would require $25 a day. Twenty-five 
dollars a day for forty-eight days meant an 
expenditure .of $1,200, which in the end 
might show the manufacturer that he could 
not possibly manufacture the machine which 
he contemplated. 

This example of the workings of the patent 
office in restraint of trade was one of the 
Steinmetz points of view. Probably not a 
twentiet.. part of the patents granted in 
these lines had been used of ever will be 
used. But the least of them stood as a menace 
against the manufacturer who, in evolving 
something to his needs and to the needs of 
kindred businesses. found himself against 
a stone wall barring progress. 

Thousands of patents are issued every 
year. Perhap a dozen of them are, strik- 
ingly worthy of the name and two score 
might cover the number that are of economic 
significance. Thousands of these rights 
granted to individuals every year merely 
are blocks in the way of a genuine progress.

Search fer Models Was Saspicicus. 
We left our own office building and went 

across town to another well known structure 
housing business tenants. We went straight 
to the agent of the building, to whom Bur- 
ton evidently was wellknown. Burton asked 
if the agent knew what had become of the 
models which had been in the office of Mr. 


Black. The agent took us down to the room ~ 


which had been occupied by the late chief 
stockholder in the original company and we 
found several of the models there... He went 
to a drawer in the table and took out some 
papers and also some of the printed proepec- 
tusee of the first company. His whole man- 
ner was of the utmost unconcern, in spite of 
the fact that I questioned whether any of us 
had a right in another man's private office 
even if he were dead and the office in the 
hands of his estate’s administrator. Burton 
and the agent were inclined to concede the 
point; but insisted that it would not be prac- 
ticable to attempt to attach the models 
through the processes of a justice's court. 

Allb- my suspicions of the broker’s find- 
ing none of the canceled stock of the ori- 
ginal company were aroused by this proced- 
ure. There was no satisfactory answer to 
my question as to why we did not go at once 
to the pereons responsible for the models 
and demand that they be given over to us.

Found Capital te Fleaét Scheme. 


Not long after this I was called in froma 


northern city by the news from the office 


that Chicago men in sufficient numbers had 
been found to float the Williamson Electric 
Car company of Arkansas. In the office was 
a li8t of more or less prominent names and 
Il was assured by Burton that one of the 
heavy subscribers had authorized a firm of 
attorneys to go ahead with the reorganiza- 
tion of the company with a capital reduced 
from $1,000,000 to $500,000. 

All this, however, was told me by Burton 
and Conners; I had no personal knowledge 
of whet was going on and purposely had 
been kept out of any of the meetings. Once 
when I had notice from the firm of attorneys 
to be there in person to represent my inter- 
est in the reorganization the two men in my 


“office decided against my going and on some 


pretext left me to care for some possible 
office business in their absence. From time 
to time I was told of what was going on, 
principally in effect that the new company 
had been organized aff'd one day winding up 
with the blunt question from Burton: 

“What will you take for your interest tn 
the company?’ 

“I will take exactly one-third of what 
there is in it for the whole partnership—no 
more and no less.”

Slowly Being Crowded to the Wall. 

I felt in the position of one who ts being 
slowly and helplessly crowded to the wal! by 
some irresistible force. I knew that Burton 
and Connors had received money in consider- 
able sums from New York and I knew that 
deals were made and carried through of 
which I had not the slightest knowledge. The 
attitude of Burton, especially, was that of 
allowing me to have just enough inkling of 
these things to find myself in the dark about 
them. 

Over the telephone one evening I received a 
message at my hotel, saying that Burton and 
Conners had received a final offer from the 
new corporation of $125,000 of new stock in 
payment for our partnership interests, but 
that $20,000 of this stock conceded us wouid 
have to go to the firm of attorneys and toa 
special agent of the new company asa sort of 
commission in addition to their stock sub- 
scriptions.

Politician Pretended to Be Friend, 

Finally, I accepted the terms that had been 
proposed by-Burton. This was for $35,000 of 
stock in the new concern in Heu of my in- 
terests in the old one, Burton to have $35,000 
and Connors $35,000, a total of $105,000, or a 
little more than one-fifth of the stock. -Al- 
ready, however, I had assumed for this old 
stock nearly $15,000 worth of Markham’s. 
notes, with only an interrogation point to 
show where the half of the proceeds coming 
to us had gone. 3 

One day at a little dinner where I was in- 
vited to join Markham and Burton the two 
of them laid siege to me, showing under the 
circumstances how absolutely necessary it 
was for me to give to Burton a power of at- . 
torney representing my stock. It was brou-ht 
up as an argumént, even, that my lack of 
knowledge of the affaires of the new company 
and the conditions made this necessary, when 
it had been through their machinations tiat 
I was lacking in this knowledge. Perhaps I 
had taken more than my share of the wine 
that was served at the table, for on return- 
ing to the office with the two men I signed 
over this full power of attorney to Burton 
and the paper was witnessed by Markham. 

There was satisfaction enough in the faces 
of Burton and Markham to make me repent 
of the move In a moment, but it was too late. 
Asking for some further explanations of the 
deal, generally, I was told that 51 per cent 
of the stock in the new company was ueld - 
by a trust company; that a | the actual stock 
was to be held by this company and that we, 
as well as the other investors, for the time 
being were to receive ad interim certificates 
with a coterie of investors outside our firm 
to hold the voting power under pooling agree- 
ment for at least one year. Ourpartnership 
was allowed the 49 per cent of the remaining 
stock for sale, $100,000 of this to be offered 
at 50 cents on the dollar through us as mere 
fiscal agents.

On the heels of this discovery I opened the 
letter addressed to Burton, to find that it 
was ar inquiry from a Kansas City stock- 
holder in the original company who not for 
a moment had relinquished a single right as 
a stockholder.

“ Answering your inquiry as to why I 
would advise a boy to enter the wholesale 
instead of the retail business, 1 beg to say 
that the first feature which commends itself 
in the wholesale trade toa young man is that 
the business is of much greater magnitude. 
Business in this line is not done in a small 
way. It therefore compels a young man to 
use every faculty of good judgment and dis- 
cretion. He cannot afford to make mis- 
takes, for a mistake made in the wholesale 
trade necessarily means pecuniary loss of 
greater or less magnitude. ~- 

“A young man entering this branch of 
business must recognize that it is not pennies 
he is dealing in, and usually it is men of 
brains and business knowledge that he is 
dealing with. He therefore soon understands 
that the best thought and endeavor.he is 
capable of must be exercised constantly if 
he would hold his position and work his way 
to prominence.

Rewards Great in Wholesale Trade. 

“The promises of reward in the wholesale 
trade, to the right boy who Is willing to give 
the business the proper thought and atten- 
tion, are great; and what he lacks in expe- 
rience and knowledge when he first enters 
the wholesale trade must be made up by good 
judgement and great diligence. Unless a boy 
is possessed of both of these qualities he 
should think long before entering this branch 
of trade, which, in a general sense, is a most 
profitable and prosperous branch, and is full 
of promises in all features to the right boy. 

“ Answering your inquiry as to why a boy 
should go into the retail rather than the 
wholesale ‘trade, I beg to suggest a few 
thoughts that strike me as making this 
branch of trade more desirable—certainly 
to the young man beginning work—than the 
wholesale trade. . 

‘In the first place, there is no education 
and no knowledge that is worth so much to 
a man in trade and business as the knowledge 
of his fellow men, and, in my opinion, there 
is no way in the world that this knowledge 
can be gained so rapidly and so thoroughly 
as in a retail store, where a salesman comes 
in contact with all classes and kinds of peo- 
ple. The right kind of boy, after a little-ex- 
perience, if he is a close student. of human 
nature, will soon learn to‘ size.up’ his cus- 
tomer when he comes in; then the balance is 
easy. 

* * 
Retailing Teaches Valuable Lessons. 

“It teaches also a young man not to ‘de- 
spise the day of small things,’ and teaches 
him that if he wofld be successful he must 
treat the small buyer with the same con- 
sideration that he gives the larger one. 

**It should instill in a boy a spirit of econ- 
omy, both as to time and money, and at the 
same time give him a broad and liberal 
mind—fitting him for almost any duties that 
require knowledge of trade and knowledge of 
people, and.there are few duties that I haye 
found in this world in which knowledge of 
these two fs not the keynote of success. 

“For a boy to be successful, either in 
wholesale or retail trade, he must love his 
business. A love of the occupation that a 
boy is engaged in is as essential to success 
as intelligence andindustry. I hardly know 
a case of a boy who was in love with his 
business, whether it be wholesale or retail, 
who did not make a success of it and find 


rapid promotion.”

‘“ A young man in making a choice between 
a wholesale and retail business career has 
first his natural qualifications to take into 
account with almost as much careful thought 
as if considering two entirely different pro- 
fessions, for it is well known that many suc- 
cessful ‘ wholesale ’’ men have made marked 
failures in attempts to conduct a retail busi- 
ness, and vice versa. 

“It certainly may be said that at the 
present time the retail business has some 
advantages over the wholesale. Both are 
merely distributers. of goods which the pro- 
ducers or manufacturers cannot convenient- 
ly distribute themselves. 

“ Originally the producer was fhe vender 
of his own product. The first netessity, as 
the demand for goods increased, was the re- 
tailer, and the last necessity the wholesaler. 

~ . 

Big Retailers Buy from Producers, 

“While the retail business was done by 
many small dealers, the position of the 
wholesaler was an important one, really in- 
dispensable; but as the population increased, 
and prosperous retailers adopted methods to 
attract trade to fewer centers, the retailers 
became able to hahdle greater and greater 
quantities of goods, until many of them be- 
came larger purchasers than the wholesale 
dealers themselves, and consequently more 
desirable customers of the producers. In 
some branches of business, such as the boot 
and shoe, grocery, and dry goods businesses, 
this has taken place to such an extent that 
the wholesaler now most decidedly has taken 
second place to many_retailers in the amount 
of goods handled. The immense quantity of 
goods that now pass direct from the producer 
to the retailer once passed first through the 
hands of the wholesaler. 

* So far as I can see, this difference is to 
be greater in the future; the larger a retail 
business, the more direct dealings with first 
hands and the less use for the middle man. 

‘‘ Also, where the needs of the retailer are 
too small to warrant buying at first hand, 
the combination of a number of smaller deal- 
ers, who are not in competition with each 
other, enables them to obtain the advantages 
of large buyers by purchasing together and 
dividing their purchases according to their 
needs. Hence the numerous syndicates. 

co ok 


Wholesale Field Is Diminishing. 

“In this age of trusts and combinations 
the necessity for the wholesaler becomes less 
and less, consequently that field for the 
young man is diminishing. 

* Yet for all this, the opportunities in the 
wholesale line are greater for a larger per- 
centage of those engaged in it than for those 
engaged in the retail business. In the first 
place, the salaries of wholesale salesmen 
after the first few years average more; the 
work to be performed affords the opportunity 
of travel and: larger association with men, 
and demands a versatility of ability, tact, 
and self-reliance not required of the clerk 
behind the counter. If a man is sure of an 
opportunity to become a manager or owner 
of a business, in most lines of trade retail is 
to be preferred. If he can see nothing before 
him but the life of the employé he will get 
more salary and more business experience 
and lead a freer life in most kinds of whole- 


sale business.

Atheism being that existed. Indeed, 
Is Not scientifically speaking, there 
Scientific. hardly cah be a more hope- 
lessly - uneducated notion 
than that man is the highest intelligent ex- 
istence or that we dwellers on this planet 
know-more about the universe than any other 
sentient being. Science has investigated and 
shown that we aré the product of planetary 
processes. We may be and surely must be 
something more; but we clearly are a devel- 
Opment of life on this planet earth. Science 
also has revealed to us an innumerable host 
of other worlds and has relegated the earth 
fo its now recognized subordinate place as 
ohe of @ countless multitude of worlds. The 
self-glorifying instinct of the human mind 
resented that and for long clung to the Ptole- 
maic idea that the earth was the center of 
the universe and that the sun and ali the 
stars were subsidiary to it.

Fattern Making Is Expert Work. 

The layman may have an idea of the ex- 
pertness of the pattern maker when he re- 
a'izes that in every form of cast metal—iron, 
steel, brass, bronze—a wood pattern has becn 
made to cast from, and that In the making pf 
the pattern it is necessary that it have a 
certain “ draft,” or taper, allowing it to 
slip out of the molding sand without destroy- 
ing the impression. 

In a general way the pattern expert will 
tell you that (ll pattern making is expert 
work requiring the limit of skill. Looking on 
at a huge framework designed for impress- 
tng in the-sand a hollow that will receive 
thirty tons of metal, the layman might re- 
gard itasacarpenter’s job. But the fact that 
the s'xteenths of an inch everywhere are 
regarded in the makeup from every point, 
curve, and corner of the pattern on which 
a dozen men may have worked together. is 
something to leave the delicate little single 
design under a single hand lose some of its 
showy merit. If the small pattern of intri- 
cate Cesign is spoiled under the hand of the 
artisan it can be made over again with smal] 
comparative cost; if the pattern requiring the 
pouring of thirty tons of metal proves imper- 
fect, the metal cost of $60 a ton for the moléd- 
ing ana pouring may represent a loss to ths 
pattern house of $1,800. 

“ . 
Is Chance for Specializing. 

In the general shop, where ten or twenty 
men are employed steadily, there is consider- 
able opportunity for specializing. One man 
is found to be especially good at a certain 
work gnd can be kept at it. The least ex- 
perienced of new workmen. finds the rougher 
work on which he may add to that experience 
and practice which are to round him out in 
the business. 

The machine tools for the pattern works 
include the lathe, the band saw, and the 
planer. Some of these lathes are large enough 
to alf>w the turning of a wheel pattern twenty 
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feet in diameter. Machinery for 
cutting gearings are used in the 
larger shops, For the journeyman 
patternmaker, however, his tools ordinarily 
will go into a common suitease. They are 
costly tools; as compared with those used by 
the carpenter. 

One of the great items of the modern pat 
tern shop is the white pi-.e of which the pat- 
terns are made. This pine must be of the 
best, and it costs .in Chicago today $60 a 
thousand feet. This material is so much an 
item that it is well worth the pattern maker's 
while to see to its economy. When the start 
is made upon the first.section of the blue print 
design, the pattern maker .will see to the 
preparation of the block that it may con- 
tain just enough and no more than the ma- 
terial necessary for the completed pattern. 
He may be able to saw andturn and plane 
here and there in the execution of the design, 
but with all this the cost of the pattern will 
be tn proportion of three to one for the first 
casting for the mold.

Trade Has Distinct Attractions. 

Thus in the making of a pattern requiring 
twenty tons of iron for the mold, the cast- 
ing, which costs §$1.200, will have been made 
from a pattern costing about three times 
as much. With the pattern itself a corre- 
sponding bed nearly always is a necessity, 
and this bed must be executed to the same 
figurative hairbreadth of measurement. 

For the man who has talent for a littie 
more than carpentering and who has tastes 
for working with his hands, the trade of pat- 
tern maker has its distinct attractions. With 
the growth of machinery and the making of 
steel castings of every possible design, the 
business is keeping up beyond its kindred 


trades. When the master of the trade has 


finished at the bench and finds that he has 
executive capacities, he can start in a busi- 
ness for himself with comparatively little 
capital. There are men in Chicago with 
shops employing several men who have es- 
tablished themselves with an initial outlay 
of $1,500 to $2,000. It is a lighter, cleaner 
work than molding in the foundry, and the 
pay is good in comparison with the other 


trades.

Then came the end—and the 
obituaries 

When the will was read at last the 10,000 
persons who had been feeling for years that 
the great millionaire never had been under- 
stood suddenly shrunk to 231 individuals, 
of which 197 could feel that he was @ little 
narrow and unappreciative after all. The 
estate, however, was at least $200,000,000, 
making allowance for the fees of the great 
physicians. A goodly lump of this estate went 
to his home city, and it was agreed by the 
city council] that the great millionaire had 
been a great loss. 

“One hundred million dollars given away 
to the city of his birth!’ was the shocked 
realization of his kin. 

But on the day that they laid the great 
millionaire in his mausoleum a score of 
men who all their lives were so generous 
that they died penniless were laid to a last 
unmarked place in the potter’s field.

“On the retreat from Richmond he was 
captured by the enemy, but soon released 
He walked home, 135 miles, and sent for 
me, Brodie L., my half-brother; Benjamin 
Newton, my own brother; and Mary Fliza- 
beth, my sister. I was 9 years old and Mary 
was 12. The whole family went to work.

Yellow Tobacco in the Carolinas. 

* Yellow tebacco formerly was produced 
in but three counties of North Carolina. 
Now it is a good crop Im certain parts of 
South Carolina. It ig grown by smal! farm- 
ers, and with the use of fertilizers will pay 
from $50 to $60 an acre. All of our cigaret 
and much of our smoking tobacco, costing 
from twenty to twenty-five millions a year, 
comes from that region. , 

“I had an opportunity to attend college 
but did not accept it. Instead, at the age of 
18, I asked my father to take me into busi- 
ness a8 a partner, and he did so, giving me 
a sixth of the property and profits. He was 
then making about $7,000 a year, had given 
up farming, and had started a factory in 
Durham. He would have been better pleased, 
however, if I had gone to school. 

“Our first factory in Durham was a wood- 
en building seventy feet long, forty feet 
wide, and three stories high. We employed

“TI toiled all day at the factory and at night 
took my cigarets under my arm and urged 
them upon the retail dealers. No man ever 
worked harder or longer than I did between 
the years 1884 and 1890. I am glad to say 
that my labor was successful, I became ac- 
quainted with a broker in leaf tobacco, a 
shrewd but eccentric man, and he baned me 
$40,000. No one else in New York would have 
loaned me 40,000 cents.

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MONG the many forms of activity that op- 
érate from Lincoln Center, the new social 
experiment of All Souls’ church, Chicago, 
there probably is none which has such pos- 
sibilities of usefulness as the boys’ day 
elasses in manual training. 

Attention to “the boy,” as well as to 

its older constituents, always has been 

one of the fundamental Meas of the great interdenom- 

inational church, named for “one who could lend. to 

it something alike gentle and strong. at once stalwart 

and tender.” With the belief that work with his hands 

i¢ the boy's natural element, the brunt of this effort is 

given to manual training. so that reading rooms and li- 

brary, gymnasium and gymnastic dancing are rather in 
the place of supplemental help. 

It-gives the boy who lives in a hotel, or a flat, or the 
boy who lives in a more roomy home where he may be 
isolated, the chance to get proper tools and direction, 
the opportunity to find out what he wants to do, and 
what there is in him, say the directors. It is through 
work with the hands that the greatest minds in the 
world have expressed themselves, as the great pictures 
and cathgdrais of the world show. they also say, and, as 
if to justify this theory, the small or young boy of the 
neighborhood rushes into the classes which are provided 
for him so eagerly and in such numbers that it is hard- 
ly possible to accommodate him.

Wonders Accomplished by Boys. 


There are three afternoon classes starting at a quar- 
ter to 4, and ending at 5 on Monday, Wednesday, and 
Friday. ‘These have eighteen members, each class being 
filled to the limit of benches. They start in October and 
end in June, thus giving each boy the benefit of an hour 
and a quarter's work a week. They are under the 
charge of Mise Rosebud Ingraham, who is hired by the 
church, for, although each boy pays dues, the expense 
of the equipment is so large that such classes cannot 
be made self-supporting. 

If the wonder of what these boys accomplish in this 
time, amd the good it is to them, is conveyed as is the 
purpose of this story, it surely will point’to a use of 
Carnegie moneys lying idle to put in more just such 
equipments here and everywhere.

Lincoln Center Boys Not * Gang.”’ 

To know just what it means to the boys it is neces- 
sary, first, to point a distinction, and that ts, that there 
is more than one kind of work accomplished at Lincoln 
Center through manual training. ‘There is the night 
work as outlined in an article a few weeks ago, which is 
designed to take in and help, among other,workers, the 
hometess boys, old in experience, who constitute what is 
called the “gang™ of the neighborhood. It also takes 
the place of a technical school to any seriously inclined 
young man. The success of that work started six years 
ago by Miss Langley has been outlined in the story of 
July 8, in connection with which article, for the purpose 
of showing the kind of work done, were printed some 
pictures of the day classes, nome of the pupils of which 
had any connection whatever with the “ Thirty-ninth 
street gang,’’ or were mémbers of their classes. 

Great as has been the usefulness of that undertak- 
ing, it does not have the scope or potency of interest 
to the average student of “the boy,” and especially to 
the average father and mother, as this day work which 
is given to the younger boys.

_ CHICAGO MAN FORCES HIS‘ WAY TO TOP OF 
SERVICE BY NERVE 


OW to become a third assistant secretary 
of state at Washington may be suggested 
in the experience of Huntington Wilson. 
recently given the position in the depart- 
ment under the administration of Secre- 
tary Elihu Root. 

Chicago friends of “Hunt” Wilson. 

in friendliest spirit, have recognized in 

iis remarkable succéssions to diplomatic pfeferment a 
certain measure of ordinary good luck, a large measure 
of that intangible something called “nerve,” for lack of 
a better @xpression, a personality which brought him a 
charming wife with money, and last and always more 

nerve. 

As a Chicago boy, grandson, indeed, of that Chicago 
pioneer, Alonzo Wilson, long United States district at- 
torney for northern Illinois, young Wilson turned to 
thoughts of a diplomatic career while yet an under- 
graduate at Yale. In spite of the fact that his nation 
never has placed its diplomats in any security of place, 
while tts diplomatic posts are listed alphabetically — 
“Argentina, Austria, Great Britain, Guatemala”—in spite 
of these things, young Wilson nursed the idea of a 
diplomatic career. -As a university Yele has had classic 
place im economics and history When Wilson was 
graduated there, at 22 yeare old, his diplomatic bent Was 
estadlished.

Courage Hidden Beneath a Dignified Calm. 


His personality lent toward his success in that 
field. Whatever of “ nerve” he. possessed lay deep under 
an outward dignified calm. Near the six foot stature. 
with (figure in proportion, and clear of eye and feature. 
dressing in unquestioned taste, and of unimpeachable 
address and manner,*he was a likely candidate for pre- 
ferment 

Vut of school, and confident, he laid siege to possi- 

es. “Phe war with Spain and the provisional gov- 
ernment of the Philippines as one result made room for 
a first appointment by President McKinley, giving him 
the post of assistant to Minister Griscom at Tokio. 
Here, at the time Tokio was suspected as being a mili- 
tary base for the insurrectionists in the islands, Secre- 
tary Wilsen made a record for himself. Later, in the 
absence of his superiors, he held the important post of 
chargé @affaires when the war between RuSsia and Japan 
was making that post one of United States concern. 

From under secretary to the legation in 1902 Mr. 
Wilson becqme first secretary, and established himself. 
Unlike many of the occupants of similar posts at the 
Japanese capital, Mr. Wilson undertook the mastery of 
the Japanese language. and succeeded. Doing away with 
the offices of an interpreter was a distinct step to con- 
fidences In diplomatic relations, until the young man 
earned from Henry Dennison the compMment that he was 
“one of the most capable men in the legation.” 
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Opportunity Came Under Elihu Root. 


Established tn Tokio aS he was, Mr. Wilson might 
have looked to some- authoritative post in European 
diplomacy. But his government's alphabetical listing 
of countries, rather than their arrangement according to 
lines of importance and race, did not appeal to the young 


To know the result has been wonderfully successful it 
only is needed to seé something of the work of this 
year's classes. 

The first rule is that no boy ever shall be asked to 
do any work or learn any principle that is not gotten by 
making something that has fits use, either practically or 
ornamentally. The first lesson that they all take is a 
bread board. It is a peculiar fact that the kitchen of 
every home where there is a small boy within every pos- 
sible radius of Lincoln Center, will be found to have a 
bread board, exactly nine by fourteen, and that every in- 
terested mother believes that there is no other size quite 
so good. Each boy gets his first lesson in domestic re- 
quirements Dy making one out of five-eighths inch pine, 
and an idea in domestic neatness by boring a hole to 
hang it up by, before it is complete and ready to be 
proudly presented.

Small Boys Achieve Wonders. 


The bread board teaches the use of the plane and 
chisel, and initiatés the young workman into the use of 
the try square. This done, and depending something 
upon how he has succeeded, the boy is allowed liberty in 
choosing the next thing on which he wants to work. He 
generally has an idea ready, and from the cuts in tech- 
nical pamphiets—which somehow ff soon becomes sec- 
ond nature for him to wnderstand—he works out his own 
plans and dimensions. 

It must be remembered that often he is only a little 
boy of 8 or 10, as boys from 8 to 16 comprise the three 
day classes, and yet by the time he has had his lessons 
on the bread board he knows instinctively what should 
be the height of a tabouret, or a fpotstool, or chair. 
He marks his dimensions from his actual eye, rather 
than following them from the book. 

“It wants to be so as to bring one of these big, high 
lamps to just the right spot to read in from a low chair,” 
said one boy, and many experiments were made at home 
with both lamp and chair before the exact number of 
inches was worked out. “It not only teaches them to 
observe, but it teaches them artistic sense,” is pointed 
out in this connection. Following this idea Christmas 
is aimed at as a special time for each boy doing some- 
thing for his mother’s decorative or useful house equip- 
ment. 

By the time footstools, plate racks, magazine stands, 
and book racks have been done, a boy has learned to 
think about the details of homé life, besides the fact that 
he has learned the power of working out the ideas of 
his own brain, it is also pointed out.

Use for Excessive Energies. 


Itis alse that it places him where he will hearn how 
to put his overabundant energies to happy usefulness 
that makes the mothers around Lincoln Center anxious 
to have their boys take manual training, and wish that 
there were tenfold as many classes for him to go to. 
“Sometimes the boy in the most luxurious home finds 
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fhe least chance to learn how to do things,” said the 
mother of one of these boys. 

The eagerness of the boys themselves is shown by 
the way the first bulletins in the fall, announcing the 
time for classes, is quickly answered by each boy filing 
his application, to be in “ Monday’s class,” or “ Wednes- 
day's class,” or “Friday's class.’ 

“Come on and go to that place where they make 
things,” is the eager word passed on from one to 4an- 
other, and yet even here, with all the great equipment of 
Lincoln Center, the single little hour and a quarter that 
can be allotted to each boy is pitifully small. 

During the time from fall until June, even with 
that much work a week, it is not unusual for a good 
pupil to accomplish four large pieces, such as the tabouw- 
rets, besides his bread board and several little things, 
such as rulers and paper knives. In his second yéar 
he is ready to go into chests and piano stools, and, al- 
though these are considered a large undertaking for the 
first year, a well finished piano stool was among “the 
accomplishments of two of this year’s pupils.

Every piece that is undertaken is finished, and those 
who have had extra difficult work are allowed another 
lesson or two in which to complete it. Some of those 
boys whose work is notably excellent are named below, 
and are shown in the picture.

Other influences follow. especially as the manual 
training club is conducted here at Lincoln Center. Each 
class is asked to elect its own president, treasurer, and 
custodian of tools. and in this way even the little man of 
8. as well as the boy of 16, gets something of an insight 
into parliamentary law. The tickets, too, that the boy 
buys to the class admit him to the library membership 
and reading room, and that “ they have read everything ”’ 
is what one who hears the discussion of books going on 
while they are at work will readily say. Seton Thomp- 
son’s works, and the Mowgli stories, and the “ Thrall of 
Lief the Lucky” as favorites was the light thrown pon 
the bent of these little fellows the other day in.am &c- 
cidentally heard conversation. 

Surely it has been truly said that the opportunity 
for this kind of work is only giving a boy a chance to 
find out what he has in him.

The opportunity came when Elihu Root succeeded 
to the department of state at Washington.

WNat- 
urally there was a call at the United States embassy at 
Tokio, and, quite as naturally, Mr. Wilson met Miss 
James. This was in the summer of 1903. The engage- 
ment of the young couple was announced early in 1904, 
at a time when it was thought that hostilities between 
Russia and Japan might interfere with the marriage. 
That Cupid succeeded in laughing at war, and that 
Mrs. Huntington Wilson visited her parents in Baltimore 
and her husband’s friends in Chicago in the summer of 
1905 was a bit of romance in the life of the young dipic- 
mat which took nothing from his chances. In quite 
reverse proportion the fact that Mrs. Wilson is an heir- 
ess, beautiful, and a charming hostess is sométhing to 
reinforce a mere bachelor, one of whose former éqnip- 
ments was mere “ nerve.”

But Wilson has the nerve—the ‘gall,’ some 
have calle@ it—and, if time shall make vacant the pra 
of First Assistant Adee, I shall expect to see ‘Hunt’

Charm of Human Personality in the Work.

Phase of the Fierce War That Never Ends.

And the Commercial National Bank building. now 
im progress of erection at the corner of Adams and 
Clark streets. has the same interest evidenced in its 
erection. and in the creation of the Fisher addition and 
the Commercial National Bank building centers a race 
of great architectural significance—a race for pre- 
eminence among the skyscrapers of Chicago. 

To understand the peculiar interest centered in the 
erection of these two buildings. it is well to recall the 
fact that Chicago has the honor of being the birthplace 
Of steel in the construction of great office buildings. 

The innovation of the steel skeleton frame was in- 
troduced in the erection of the Home Insurance buifld- 
ing, which was begun in the spring of 1884 The col- 
uUmns of this building are of cast fron and the beams 
are of.steel. Eleven stories high, it was at that time 
the highest office building in Chicago. Eleven stories! 
and but twenty-two years have passed; but twenty-two 
years have been required for the creation of all the 
towering buildings that now line our stréets. 

From the success of the inon and steel skeleton 
frame of the Home Insurance building evolved the first 
aY steel building two years later in the Tacoma build- 
ing, at the corner of Madison and La Salle streets. This 
type of building has proven its superiority, and has been 
adopted for general use in the TtTnited States for con- 
— of the high office buildings above their founda-

Concrete Wells Go Down to the Solid Rock. 


Of late years, on account of the compressibility of 
@nd some parts of lower. New York City. cats- 
SORS, Or Concrete well construction, extending down to 
Solid rock he « been adopted and now is in general use. 
Progress also has heen made in the last 
twenty years in building material. Philadelphia brick 
once was popular in the building of business blocks, after 
which Came the preference for Cleveland stone. Vitri- 
fled Pressed brick gained much favor after this, partic- 
Wlarly in the erecti ion of the wpper stories of big build- 
ings, while at present there seems little doubt of the 
Comtinued increase in the demand for fireproof terra 
cotta as a bui lIding material and for ornamental terra 
cotta for ornamentation. 

The possibilities of ormamental terra cotta afford 
& Subject for interesting speculation from a sculptural 
Standpoint. Owing to the lightness and plHiability of 
the material it is taking fast steps forward. 

The most important evolution in the matter of mod- 
ern constru ‘tion of skyscrapers consists in the fact that 
they now are erected practically without walle There 
will be not a wall in the erection of the Fisher addi- 
tion, it being independently supported at every floor.

Many New Points Involved in the Competition. 

Would it not seem that the construction of sky- 
Scrapers in Chicago had reached the height of perfection, 
leaving no further departure possible? 

The fallacy of this conjecture is now being demon- 
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strated in the erection of the Fisher addition and of 
the Commercial National bank. Upon their similar de- 
partures rests the claim of the one buil@ing or the other 
for first place among thé tall modern buildings of the 
city; the boast of highest accomplishment. 

For what honors do these great steel frames climb 
upward, throbbing to the touch of machinery, growing 
to the likeness of the thought of man, assumifig his per- 
sonality, and providing a home for the greater number 
of his waking hours? What honors? The hono?P of bé- 
ing thé tallest skyscraper in the city of Chicago.

Startling Quantities of Steel and Concrete. 


And thus the racé began, the Commercial National 
Bank building having a two months start of the Fisher 
addition; but, considering the difference in area covered 
by the two buildings respectively, so small a start was 
but legitimate. The Commercial National bank covers 
190 by 180 feet, while the Fisher addition covers 50 by 
70 feet, the one almost three times as large as the other. 
In point of height both skyscrapers will reach the limit 
of the building ordinance, 260 feet, the bank building 
to comprise eighteen and its competitor twenty-one 
stories. The difference in area and amount of material 
nearly, if not quite, is covered proportionately by a cor- 
responding difference in labor employed. 

Both buildings rest upon caisson foundations, the 
sixteen caissons of the Fisher addition containing 48,000 
cubic feet of concrete and the caissons of the larger 
building 240,000 cubie feet. 

It took many mén fo @ig these concrete wells 104 
feet deep from the street level If thé height of these 
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buildings might be reckoned from their foundations of 
solid rock they would reach the height of 364 feet. Dur- 
tag@ the digging of caissons operations were suspended

Worked Three Shifts of Men on Each Building. 


Eighty men were employed day and night in the 
caieson building of the Fisher addition, there being no 
delay in the operations. Three shifts of men were made 
daily. In the digging of the larger number of wells for 
the Commercial National bank foundations a _ corre- 
épondingly larger number of men were employed. 

Thus far the race for record breaking speed ran 
fits course without interruption. 

The caissone end two or three feet beneath the base- 
ment flodr, at which place begins the more interesting 
Work of steel construction. 

The steel used in the construction of the Fisher 
addition weighs 1,250 tons. 

The weight of the steel employed in the erection of 
#he Conimercial National bank remches the weight of 
9.406 tons, there being 22,000 feet of vertical steel col- 
umns and 7,200 féet of horizontal beamnis.

It will enjoy the distinction of being the firet build- 
ing in Chicago to réach the height of 260 feet from the 
level of the sidewalk: the first Dutiding Im the elty to 
imtroduce the new departure in elevators. For while 
its competitor's shafts are yet in the course of being 
sunken the Fisher addition will be in full running or- 
der. These elevators are operated by a steel shaft run- 
ning 260 feet into the ground. They have been tried 
and thelr superiority proven in the east, and probably 
will be adopted wnhiversally in tall buildings in the future. 
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Largest Panes of Prism Class Ever Used in Windows. 
Another new feature of the Fisher building will be 
the priem giess to be used in the upper sash of all the 
outsidé windows. Prism glass the size of this hae nhever 
before been used in afiy other baftding in the world. 

The race from the beginning has been a thing com- 
mercial, the exploiting of new departures in construc- 
tive excellence, of progressive ideas. In early Novem-

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In Contrast— 


To the reception room or den is a small 
cozy breakfast room of the summer home. 
It has a wide window which fills pretty nearly 
all the space between two walls, and is made 
of small leaded panes of glass. It is at- 
tractive and ‘‘ Frenchy,” for the side brack- 
ets have pots of bright colored growing flow- 
ers, and the broad shelf underneath holds 
flowering plants, too. The blue and white 
wallpaper of the room is one of burlap de- 
sign, which matches so well, the blue and 
white china which should be used hére. 
Chairs, table, serving table, and cabinet 
with doors of leaded glass are of white enam- 
eled wood. The low window seat has a cush- 
lon covered with blue Irish cloth, matching 
the chair seat coverings, and the rugs are 
of heavy denim. On the table and about the 
room are vases of bluets whenever they are 
in season. Does not this little room entice 
you? On even the hottest morning it will 
invite appetite, and what happy téte-a-téte 
luncheons may be eaten in its cool inclosure, 
Here the children have their meals, and any 
Que who wishes to eat sans géne. 

And still there is the upstairs to consider, 
where fancy may run riot among a fascinat- 
ing number of wallpapers, with their cre- 
tonnés ferhangings and furniture to match. 
Dainty casement mustins,white and with col- 
ored patterns; tinted and stained weed dress- 
ing tables, chiffoniers, desks, and bureaus; 
all are fascinating. Brass beds hold their 
own with the aristocratic four posters with 
their carving and inlaid work, their elab- 
orate canopies and spreads, and box bol- 
sters of brocade silks. A nice room for a 
daughter of the home is one furnished witha 
brass bed with white maple dresser, chiffon- 
fer and dressing table, not forgetting aswing 
giass in a white marbleframe. Her working 
desk, and dressing chair, and rockers, all 
come in the same finished wood. For the 
male members of the family, or a guest room, 
use the brass bed with the furniture in ma- 
hoegany or colonial design. For a simple 
room a pretty idea is to have a ring fastened 
into the ceiling, and dotted swiss muslin cur- 
tains passed through to fall on either side of 
the brass bed. A dotted muslin valance, 
spread, and cover for the box bolster are in 
harmony. 

The walls should have a flower design paper 
with white predominating. Cool white linen 
should cover the seats of the white wicker 
chairs and lounge. 

The prettiest wallpapers for bed chambers 
this summer are the chintz patterns with 
flower effects, and the cretonne chair cush- 
ions and curtains generally match. 

There is, too, an attractive wallpaper of 
trellis work design with roses that makes a 
bowery, sv nery room, andispopular. The 
desk furn..aings of porcelain should cor- 
respond with the cretonne of every bedroom, 
as also the washstand furnishings. 

And last comes the veranda, by-no means 
least in importance. 


The floor is covered with rugs of Bombay 
matting and rag carpet rugs. Hongkong 
long chairs vie in suggesting repose with the 
wide swinging seats with bright mattress 
covers. The pretty striped awnings shade 
any unwelcome glare, and the growing flow- 
ere in the boxes give drnament. Here every 
kind of little table for work, and tea, dnd card 
playing is found. Here fancy lanterns give 
illumination at night, and birds in cages 
sir.g, and palms in pretty jardinieres grow.

Handsome Hardwood. 


Any one who has suffered from the vexa- 
tion of hardwood floors that have been fin- 
ished improperly is apt to be incredulous 
when the virtues of hardwood floors are dis- 
cussed. The European floors which have 
been polished for perhaps a century, with all 
the care the average European workman 
bestows in his own country on such work, 
are no pattern for us, Labor i8 too costly 
in this country and time too valuable to go 
over such floors as we have three or four 
times a week with a weighted polishing 
brush. When we also hear of the distress- 
ing afflictions that come from the labor of 
polishing floors We are not anxious to repeat 
the work of hand rubbing. The weighted 
brush ie not difficult to wield, but it is ex- 
pensive, theugh the price has been reduced 
greatly. It seems-as though Yankee inge- 
nuity could contrive some meang of saving 
human labor in polishing floors. 

The best material for finishing is wax. It 
must be applied repeatedly, but it makes @ 
floor that finally is handsome and more last- 
ing than any other. New floors generally are 
put in the hands of an expert and are of no 
interest to those who have old floors to deal 
with. 

When an old floor is to be waxed, first clean 
it with scouring soap and ammonia. When 
the floor is dry and_elean apply a coat of 
white shellac. Rub this down when dry with 
fine sandpaper and oll, After this wax the 
fioor and polish it as usual. We take the 
following formula from an old copy of the 
American Drugegist: “ Yellow wax, 25 
ounces; yellow cereein, 25 ounces; burnt 
sienna, 5 ounces; boiled lingeed ofl, 1 ounce; 
turpentine, 1 gill. Melt the wax and the 
ceresin at a gentile heat and add the burnt 
sienna, previously mixed, thoroughly with 
the linseed oil. When the mixture begins to 
cool add the turpentine and mix it In until 
the whole mass is of the consistency of an 
ointment. Keep this in an air tight box. 
The burnt sienna may be replaced by other 
tints. This gives a cherry tint to the wood, 
or it may be left out entirely if the wood is 
of a good color. 

The floor of the veranda should be given 
a coat of spar or hard oil, applied either 
directly to the planks or over a coat of either 
golden buff or light walnut paint. 


In’ Going Abroad— 


Having decided upon the steamship, go or 
write the office of the steamship line, and 
obtain the number of your cabin, your tick- 
ets and labels for your trunks. Order to be 
placed on board your steamer chairs bearing 
tags with your names written plainly upon 
them, for which you pay $1 for the entire 
voyage. The chairs are as much yours 
during the voyage as if you had bought 
them, but at the end of the trip they are 
placed with the steward. 

A> letter, of credit is the most convenient 
way to carry money. It is obtained from 
any banking house having foreign connec- 
tions, the sum of money being deposited 
uniess special arrangements are made by the 
bank with the traveler. This letter has a 
list of banking houses in nearly all foreign 
cities where travelers are apt to go, and 
where you can procure money by present- 
ing your letter in person. You are identified 
in these places by your signature. These im- 
portant letters should be carried In 4 safety 
pocket sewed firmly on the underskirt, and 


the number kept in your purse or porfoljo so 


as to notify your banker should you lose It. 

A passport seems a useless thing and many 
travelers never are called upon to use one. 
But some prefer to have It in case of calamity 
or wars. This should be carried in the safe- 
ty pocket with the le.ter of credit. Pass- 
ports are obtained through custom house 
brokers and cost $5. But a more reasonable 
plan is to write directly to Washington 
where one pays less than half. 

The first advice to the traveler is to take 
as little baggage as possible. A small trunk 
is good for continental travel. It should be 
marked plainly with the owner’s initials. 
Some distinctive mark should be added. If 
two friends or more are traveling together it 
would be wise to have all the trunks marked 
alike with a ring or cross of red beneath the 
initials so as to enable identification or 
description in case of loss. or when send- 
ing to stations by porters. One of the trunk 
labels bearing the word “ hold” should now 
be posted on this in plain sight, and on it the 


*name of the steamer and date of sailing 


is written. On the steamer trunk is placed 
a label bearing the word “ cabin “ to which 
should be added the cabin number. 
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Care of Brooms. 

The virtuous woman, who, according to 
Solomon, ‘‘ looketh well to the waye of her 
household,”’ takes as good care of her brooms 
as of her other belongings, which in conse- 
quence last much longer than do those of 
her less careful neighbors. 

An old broom well kept will sweep clean 
for a long time. In the first place, have a 
broom pocket and keep your broom therein. 
It will pay for its cost many times in the sav- 
ing before its life of usefulness is over. A 
broom not in use always should be kept 
upside down, so that.the straws fall outward. 
This keeps it in shape. In sweeping, use 
first one side and then the other. If you 
sweep always on the same side of your broom 
it will soon grow one sided and have to be 
cast aside. When, however, a broom is not 
badly worn, only mashed out of shape, it 
can be straightened by wetting, pulling into 
shape and drying, bottom upward. 

On sweeping day have a pailful of warm 
suds, made by dissolving a tablespoon of 
pearline in a pail two-thirds full of warm 
water, and rinse your broom off whenever it 
becomes dusty. A damp broom sweeps a 
@usty surface much better than one which 
is bene dry. Have a bag of heavy canton 
fiannel to fit your broom, with drawing 
strings to tie around the handle, and use this 
over the broom for shellacked hardwood 
floors. 

In pursuance of this idea a clever woman 
has patented a sweeper for such floors, fash- 
foned something like a miniature garden 
roller, with the cylinder covered with can- 
tom flannel in several thicknesses. Highly 
polished floors cannot be treated too tenderly. 
When done sweeping, pick up all the lint, 
etc., from the straws of the broom and rinse 
{t before setting itaway. It seems superfiu- 
ous to say that separate brooms should be 
kept for different purposes—that the kitchen 
broom never should be used elther for the 
pavement or for upstairs, yet most servants 
must be watched lest this be done. 

Exact that your carpet sweeper shall be 
cleaned thoroughly om every sweeping day 
and never put away dirty, Unlock it over 
a newspaper and take out every bit of dust, 
lint, and dirt; then rinse the brush in soap- 
suds and dry before setting aside. 

Swedish servants have a superstition that 
taking an old broom In a new house when 
the family moves brings misfortune, and 
will entreat that all such may be left behind 
with the rubbish to be cast on the dump. 
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Washing Silk Stockings. 

Make a lather with lukewarm water and 
good soap, put the stockings In this, adding 
a teaspoonful of vinegar to a gallon of water 
if? they are delicate colors. Let soak ten 
minutes, then wash by pressing and squeez- 
ing between the hands. Silk stockings must 
mot be rubbed. Rinse through two lots of 
clean lukewarm water, press as dry as you 
can, pul) into shape, and hang in an airy, 
shady place till almost dry. Then iron ta-

Linen Loveliness. 

To keep the household linen spotless is one 
of the anxieties that careful housewives al- 
ways have with them, yet there are few 
stains that cannot be removed if their re- 
agents are understood. As to the table linen, 
every housekeeper off even the shortest 
standing knows that it ts the freshiy laid 
cloth that comes to grief the quickest; that it 
is the snowy cover without a wrinkle or 
blemish for which every liquid and solid on 
the table feels an especial affinity. 

In households where the size of the week’s 
laundering is an item of ‘interest a aightly 
cloth may be preserved for several days by 
removing spots from meat and vegetable 
saucers or from milk as fast as they appear. 
To do this it only is necessary to place the 
part of the cloth that is stained over a bowl 
and with warm water, soap, anda soft cloth 
wash away the spot, carefully rinsing the 
place by pouring water through it, leaving 
it to dry partially over a thin plate and then 
ironing it smooth. 

The best of linen will crack if folded the 
game way each time that it Is troned. By 
careful supervision this can be avoided by 


folding in twos one week and threes another,’ 


and varying the methods. A tabiecloth will 
give a better appearance if the ridges are 
smoothed out with an iron after the cloth ts 
laid. Many housekeepers who do not like the 
appearance of folds iron them out eatirely 
after the cloth is on the table. 

& tablecioth which is to show the creases 


should be folded lengthwise through the 
middle, with the two halves folded back in 
opposite directions, instead of together. _This 
will leave the two creases each side of the 
central one outward and matching. 

A liberal use of tea and tray cloths, center 
pieces, and. d@oilies every day adds to the 
dainty appearance of a table and saves the 
long cloths a great deal of wear and tear, the 
laundress being spared, meanwhile, much 
work. 

Before linen goes to the laundry it ehould be 
inspected carefully and all pieces with staine 
should be removed for treatment before be- 
ing put into water containing soap or ammo- 
nia, as most stains are “set” hopelessly 
after such an Immersion.

In the Ordinary— 

Living room which has no pretensions to a 
period room, it is safe to have the majority 
of picture frames in a dark wood brown 
which harmonizes with almost any furni- 
ture and is suitable as well for almost any 
etching, photogravure, or water color. 

For a water color bright In its hues a sim- 
ple gold frame is to be preferred—a narrow 
frame of plain dull gold, and a mat of white 
or gold. 

Engravings and etchings often are better 
framed without a mat. The mat often de- 
tracts from the picture instead of bringing 
out its beauties, as it does with water colors. 
Landscapes with a great deal of detail in 
them require an exceedingly narrow frame, 
as simple as it is possible to find. Bold, 
broadly treated subjects look better in wide 
plain frames, while large single heads are 
best in frames of either rococo or Florentine 
molding, unless they, too, are decidedly 
broad in their treatment. when a deep flat 
frame of either gold or stained wood serves 
ds the best background and brings out the 
artistic treatment of the subject. 

A good rule in hanging pictures is to place 
the largest pictures in a group on a level with 
the eyes, and to hang the smaller pictures 
around {it with reference to subject rather 
than to sige. 

Shapes and styles of frames must conform 
in a general way with the furniture of the 
room and coloring also must be taken into 
consideration. There should be enough va- 
riety to avoid any danger of monotony, while 
at the same time harmony should be pre- 


served.

If the Asbestos— 

Of stoves or fire places becomes discolored 
or blackened from the gas smoking, as it 
often does, the thing to do is to sprinkle the 
feathery fiber with common table salt, then 
light the gas and let it burn as usual. 

When the tiny apertures through which 
the gas flows become gummed and partially 
filled in run a hat pin through the holes and 
it will free them readily. 

Things inclined to boll over quickly, like 
milk or coffee, should be watched to prevent 
it happening, as they clog the burners and 
corrode the fron and zine linings, causing 
them to rust and get a stained, unsightly 
appearance. Once or twice a week the burn- 
ers should be lifted out, turned upside down, 
and lightly tapped to knock out any dust or 
soot that might have lodged in the circular 
aperture that supplies the fame. A hat pin 
or a round toothpick serves to pick out par- 
ticles that resist tapping. When not using 
keep the lids on the stove, 

Keep the stove clean by rubbing with a dry 
cloth, particularly the oven floors and 
racks. When anything flows over and 
burns, or grease pops around from baking 
meats, it should be thoroughly scoured with 
soap and warm water; then wiped with a 
dry rag. Keeping al) gas atoves polished 
prevents them ee ke 


How to Black a Stove. 

Wash off all grease spots with soap suds, 
and if theré are any rough, rusty places, or 
spots where something has burnt on the 
stove, rub with a piece of coarse sandpaper. 
Mix the black lead to the consistency of 
cream with vinegar or water. Apply this to 
the stove when cool, and when nearly dry 
rub it with a stiff brush until it shines. If 
stoves are black leaded while they are hot 
the blacking burns on and will never take a 


really good polish.

There are a number more stanzas. 
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Bill of fare for children begins with a 
breakfast of boiled hominy or rice served 
with an abundance of milk or cream, a 
poached or soft boiled egg, whole wheat 
muffins, or lightly buttered toast, berries, 
end sugar. For noon, which should be the 
children’s dinner hour, some nourishing 
broth, baked potatoes, green peas, and for 
dessert fresh or stewed fruit with sponge 
cake made the day before. For supper, 
bread and milk and apple sauce. 

To many mothers the summer season is 
fraught with dread of digestive disorders 
for the little ones. They feel that all man- 
ner of intestinal troubles stalk through the 
land in search of the younglings of the flock. 
In this matter preéminently is the proverbjal 
ounce of prevention better than the pound 
of cure. The best way to keep a child's 
digestive apparatus in good condition is by 
never allowing them to become disordered. 
In order to attain this happy state the 
mother herself should superintend the child’s 
dietary. 

One of the first precautions needed is In- 
vestigation of the drinking waters. Country 
wells and water supplies at fashionable re- 
sorts often are contaminated. If there be 
the least uncertainty about the quality of 
the water it snould be boiled and filtered be- 
fore it is given to the children. All water 
given to a baby under 2 years of age must 
be boued preferably, or distilled. The “ fiat 
taste ‘' which some persons complain of may 
be obviated’ by pouring the water from one 
vessel to another for a few minutes before 
drinking. Bottles containing boiled water 
‘may be corked closely and laid on their sides 
to be chilled in the refrigerator closet. Iced 
water must be tabooed. 

Doubtful milk must be sterilized or pas- 
teurized before the little folk indulge in it. 

process is not necessary if the children 
are past the teething age, provided the milk 
supply be good and taken from a number of 
Cattle rather than from one cow. 

‘Fresh vegetables may be taken by the 
children who are old enough to have a mixed 
diet. From this diet exclude cucumbers, new 

_ potatoes, radishes, turnips, and cabbage. 

The little ones may indulge fully in fresh, 
ripe fruit. and should be encouraged to eat 
this in preference 4 many sweets. 
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of water for one nour. Strain and add two 
or three tablespoontuls of honey or brown 
sugar, two tablespoonfuls of vinegar, and 
a little pepper. A little should be taken 
warm when the cough is troublesome.

If a child is suspected of having any in- 
fectious disease it should at once be ‘kept 
away from the other children, even before 
the doctor comes, as some things are con- 
tagious at an early stage. Of course, it may 
be only a bad cold or feverish attack, but 
no harm has been done in isolating the pa- 
tient for a few days.

-gcvern. One goes in any handsome street 
Gress, velvet, broadcloth, or something 
equally dressy.

In a china bow! about eight inches in diam- 
eter 200 small glass or stone marbles should 
be placed. The game co in taking. 
marbles one by one from the central bow! 
in front.of the player. This must be done by 
means of two unsharpened vencils or plain 
pine sticks provided each player fcr the pur- 
pose. If the player drops the marble on its 
way to his bow! nothing is scored. Only 
those marbles in. the small bowl in front of 
him at the end of the game count.

The counters must be shot into a 
central basin three and a half inches high by 
means of a flick with a larger counter. The 
players must play in turn to prevent con- 
fusion.

It isa good plan to play 
this game in a small separate room if one 
end be available. A tall silk hat is placed at 
one end of the room in the center of an open 
newspaper.

In the Bedroom— 


The escritoire should be consid«red an ce 
sential in the *makeup of a bedroom. Even 
where there is a family library liberally fur- 
nished with writing table and writing degk 
there is a feeling of comfort connected 
with having one’s own correspondence 
where it will npt be handled by any one else. 
In a home of limited house room it is of 
even greater importance. Letters are among 
the most sacred of our possessions, and a 
common catchall, as the drawer of the libra- 
ry table or the family secretary, where there 
is a heterogeneous mass of papers and busi- 
ness letters, is a poor place for one’s pri- 
vate correspondence. 

Not that any one in a family «ircle should 
have many secrets in which the rest do not 
share. The exchanging of confiderces is the 
corner stone of family life. Without it the 
home relations would mean no more than 
that of mere acquaintanceship. LPDut letters 
are mementoes of personal expericnces and 
should be held sacred by each individual. 

One's writing paraphernalia »s much :ike 
one’s clothes—a matter of individual taste. 
Pen, ink, and paper that appeal! io one per- 
son may be distasteful to another and still be 
in perfectly good form, So a private recep- 
tacle for these things isa real recessity. 

Such attractive little pieces ars now found 
in the escritoire, or individual writing desk, 
that they would tempt one to forego many 
other pleasures for the sake of having the 
exclusive ownership of one. In mahogany 
they are found with additions that serve 
to emphasize their importance as well as the 
fact that occasional privacy and seclusion 
are demanded by human nature. 

The top of the desk is surrounded by a 
small, glass doored case large enough to 
hold five or six ordinary sized buoks.

A Bedspread— 


Of yellow linen used in a yellow and brown 
bedroom, was made in five strips. , All the 
seams were concealed by a stitching of heavy 
brown embroidery. which also hid the hem 
line, while a tiny tick ornament in_outline 
appeared above the hem at the base ofthe 
valance. The same motif was repeated in the 
window curtains. 

Another decorative’ bit of needlework was 
shown in a-table square made for a crafts- 
man’s dining room of white linen, on which 
cornflower linen was appliqued for the flower 
motif. A rich note of brown was introduced 
in the cording which held the applique In 
place. 

One of the best ways of preparing designs 
for applique work is to trace the design.upon 
the material to be used as the applique and 
fasten it securely with drawing pins on a 
table. Then lay over a black transfer paper 
face downward upon the linen or muslin or 
whatever material you are going to use. 
Place your design upon this, going over the 
lines firmly with a blunt instrument. After 
removing the paper, if the design is not suf- 
ficiently indicated, go over it with a lead pen- 
cil. Then cut out the shapes and paste them 
lightly on the ground work. It is best tosew 
them at once, before the material begins to 
fray, sing cotton or silk exactly the color 
of the ground. These stitches are afterward 
covered by a cord or couched silks. Whenan 
especially neat finish is wanted the edges are 
done in art or satin stitch. Thus much for 
the porch fancy worker.

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HASHED COLD MEAT.—Take your bones 
and stew them in alittle water with an onion, 
some salt, and pepper, and, if you like, a little 
savory herbs; when the goodness is ail out 
of the bones thicken the gravy with a tea- 
spoonful of corn starch, and if it is not strong 
put in a bit of butter, then place your stew 
pan on the hearth and put in your slices of 
meat. Warm, but not boil. Serve with 
toasted bread. 

POTATO AND BEEF HASH. — Mince 


some cold beef, a little fat with the lean, put 


to it as much cold beiléd potatoes chopped 
as you like, season with pepper and salt, 
add as much gravy or hot water as will make 
it moist, then put in a stew pan over a gentle 
fire; dredge in a small quantity of wheat flour, 
stir it about with a spoon, cover the stew- 
pan, and let it simmer ‘for half an hour—take 
care that it does not burn. Dish it with or 
without a slice of toast under it for break- 
fast. This hash may be made without po- 
tatoes if water is used instead of gravy, a 
bit of butter may be added, more or less, ac- 
cording to the proportion of fat with the lean 
meat. 

CHICKEN CUTLETS.—Season pieces of 
cold chicken or turkey. with salt and pepper. 
Dip in melted butter; let this cool on the 
meat, and dip in beaten egg and in fine bread 
crumbs. Fry in butter till a delicate brown. 
Serve on slices of hot toast, with either a 
white or curry sauce poured around. Pieces 
of cold veal make a nice dish, if preferred, in 
the same manner. 

DRIED BEEF .—The most common way of 
serving dried or smoked beef is to shave it 
into thin slices or chips, raw, but a more 
savory relish may be made of it with a little 
trouble. Put the slices of uncooked beef into 
a frying pan with just enough boiling water 
to cover them; set them over the fire for ten 
minutes, drain off all the water, and with a 
knife and fork cut the meat into small bits. 
Retumn to the pan, which should be hot, with 
a tablespoonful of butter and a little pepper. 
Have ready some well beaten eggs, allowing 
four to a half pound of beef; stir them into 
the pan with the minced meat, and toss and 
Stig the mixture for about ten minutes. Send 
to table in covere@ dish. , 

AMERICAN TOAST.—To one egg thor- 
oughly beaten put one cup of sweet milk and 
a little salt. Slice light bread and dip into 
the mixture, allowing each slice to absorb 
some of the milk, then brown on a hot but- 
tered griddle; spread with butter and serve

A GOOD DISH.—Minced cold beef or lamb; 


if beef put in a pinch of pulverized cloves;. 


if lamb, @ pinch of summer savory to season 
it, little pepper and some salt, and put it in 
a baking dish; mash potatoes and mix them 
with cream and butter and a little salt, and 
spread them over the meat; beat up an egg 
with cream or milk, a little, spread it over 
the potatoes and bake it a short time, suffi- 
cient. to warm it through, and brown the 
potatoes. 

RICE AND MEAT CROQUETTES.—One 
cupful of boiled rice, one cupful of finely 
chopped cooked méat—any kind—one tea- 
spoonful of salt, a little pepper, two table- 
spoonfuls of butter, half a cupful of milk, 
one egg. Put the milk on to boil, and add the 
meat, rice, and seasoning when this boils, 
add the egg, well beaten, stir one minute. 
After cooling, shape, dip in egg and crumbs, 
and fry as before directed. 

BREADED SAUSAGES.—Wipe the sau- 
sages dry. Dip them in beaten egg and bread 
crumbs. Put them in the frying basket and 
plunge into boiling fat. Cook ten minutes. 
Serve with a garnish of toasted bread and 


parsley.

‘Paddings for Hot Weather. 
PINEAPPLE RUCHE—One cup tapioca, 
three-quarters cup sugar, butter the size ofa 
wainut, one cup of pineapple, two cups of 
water; soak the tapioca in the water over 


‘night, let it warm slowly until it clears, then 


add sugar, butter, pineapple, and let it come 
toa boil. Serve with whipped cream. 

MERINGUE SUISSE—Beat the whites of 
four eggs, with four tablespoons of pow- 
dered sugar; beat until quite stiff; then pour 
into a pastry bag, press on paper rings the 
size of a walnut and close enough to make 
a ring. Brown in a slow oven. Cut the 
paper rings in four different sizes and when 
done put one on topof the other, the smallest 
being on top. Fill the center with whipped 
cream, colored either brown with chocolate, 
or a bright rose pink with a few drops of 
cochineal. 

SNOW PUDDENG—Two and one-half cups 
milk, two and one-half tablespoons minute 
tapioca, set on stove in double boiler till it 
thickens; then add beaten whites of three 
eggs and pinch of salt and set in mold to 
cool, Custard—Two cups milk, stir in when 
boiling yolks of three eggs, three-quarters 
sf a cup of sugar, pinch of salt, one dessert-

COCOANUT TAPIOCA.—One cup of tap- 
loca, soaked over night, one quart of milk, 
yolks of four eggs, whites of two, one-half 
cupful of sugar, two tablespoons of grated 
cocoanut. Bake one-half hour. Make frost- 
ing of whites of two eggs, three tablespoons 
of sugar, two tablespoons of cocoanut, spread 
over the pudding when baked. Set in the 
oven till a ight brown. 

PEACH DESSERT.—Two cups. of peach 
juice (sirup of preserved peaches), three 
tablespoons of cornstarch wet up with water, 
and boiled ten minutes with the juice. Beat 
whites of three eggs and pour the thickened 
mixture over it, beating until.cool. Mold 
and serve with whipped cream or with a 
custard made of the yolks of the eggs. 

FOR CUSTARDS.—In frosting any kind of 
&% custard or pudding to be served cold beat 
the whites of your eggs until stiff, add sugar, 
and drop in a pan of boiling water, place in 
the oven and brown. For floating isiand drop 
in tablespoonfuls a little distance apart, or if 
you wish it in one piece put in the size of 
your pudding dish. It can be made flat and 
smooth or heaped as high as you wish. ‘his 
saves lots of time, as the pudding can be 
cooling: while the frosting is being made. 

BIZARRE PUDDING.—Two cupfuls, of 
evaporated peaches, which have been soaked 
over night and stirred until tender, two cup- 
fuls of bread crumbs, one-half cupful of sirup 
from the peaches, one-half cupful of 
blanched almonds. Mix thoroughly and turn 
into a-baking dish. Cover the top with 
coarse bread crumbs, dot with butter, and 
bake brown. Serve hot with rich cream.

Chafing Dish Spectaities. 

MACARONI RAREBIT—One-half pound 
macaroni, one and one-half pints of milk, 
one pound cheese, butter size of an egg, a 
Cash of cayenne pepper; take the macaroni, 
which has been cooked previously until 
tender, drain and place in the chafing dish 
with the milk, grated cheese, butter, pepper, 
and saltspoon of salt; remove from the flame 
as soon as the cheese has melted and pour 
over buttered. toast. 

GLORIFIED RAREBIT—Put one tea- 
spoonful of butter in the hot blazer with- 
out the hot water pan, add one-half tea- 
spoonful of salt, one-quarter teaspoonful of 
paprika, and:the same of mustard; when 
hot add one cup of cr¢am or rich milk, then 
add one cup of soft bread crumbs; when 
this boils add one cup of fresh @airy cheese 
cut into bits and let it just melt, then add 
the well beaten yolks of three eggs; stir for 
&@ moment and then fold in the whites of 
the eggs, beaten stiff; pour immediately 
over hot buttered toast, not too hard, and 
eat while it still is “ souffié.’’ 

GREEN PEPPERS ON TOAST—A dell- 
cious relish to serve with any chafing dish 
compound is crisp, thin slices of toast sprin- 
kKled with green peppers that have been 
chopped to the last degree of fineness and 
covered. lightly with a little mayonnaise. 

MUSHROOMS WITH BACON—One pint 

mushrooms, one-half dozen slices of English 
bacon. Fry the bacon in the usual way; just 
before it is done add the mushrooms and 
fry slowly. Serve as hot as posgible. 
* OLIVE OMELET—Half can mushrooms, 
quarter cup of olives (plain or stuffed), and 
cream. Chop the olives and mushrooms 
and beat in enough strictly sweet cream to 
make a paste; season; make a plain omelet 
and just before serving fold in the paste. 
Served with stoned olives and parsley to 
garnish. 

EGGS WITH GREEN PEPPERS — Six 
eggs beaten with cup of cream, two table- 
epoons of butter, three finely minced sweet 
green peppers (small), two tablespoons 
grated cheese, one tablespoon tomato cat- 
sup. Cook all ingredients except eggs and 
cream for two minutes. Then add eggs and 
stir until thick. Serve on toast or crackers. 
(Cheese may be omitted if desired.) 

CURRY OF MUSHROOMS—One quart 
mushrooms, one tablespoonful of butter, one 
tablespoonful of flour, one-half cup cream, 
one tablespoonful of ourry; stew the mush- 
rooms twenty minutes in enough stock to 
cover them well; add butter and thicken with 
curry and flour; boil slowly ten minutes 
longer; just before taking from the fire add 
the cream; sérve on hot toast. 

SWEETBREADS WITH PEAS — Three 
emall sweetbreads, one teaspoon butter, 
half pint. beef or veal broth, half teaspoon 
browned flour. Put the butter into dish and 
add sweetbreads. When they have absorbed 
the butter add the broth, salt, white pepper, 
and flour. When the broth is reduced one- 
half turn the contents of the chafing dish 
into the dish for serving, keeping covered 
while the peas are prepared, whichyquickly 
is done by opening a can of French peas, 
warming thoroughly. Add salt, pepper, and 
a tablespoon of butter. Serve on sauce dish 
as sweetbreads.

A tour of White City is enough to convince 
the most blasé human who ever lost interest 
in life and things that there comes a time 
when joy breaks loose from the fastest 
bonds. 

Entering White City through the Sixty- 
third street »ates the vieltor first comes to 
the low, circular building in which is housed 
a remarkably accurate reproduction of the 
burning of Chicago and all the memorable 
scenes of the conflagration. 

The extraordinary panoramic display of 
this holocaust in miniature shape, with all 
the addenda of realistic fire and smoke ef- 
fect, with crumbling buildings and the grad- 
ual dissolution. of what even at that time was 
recognized as a city of enterprise and pros- 
pective greatness, shows the beginning of 
the fire with its incipient blaze in the Mttle 
barn in De Koven street, popularly accredited 
to Mrs. O'Leary's cow kicking over a kero- 
sene lamp, to the general conflagration in 
the adjacent lumber yards, its leap across 
the south branch of the Chicago river to the 
south side, its spread from the river to the 
lake and across the main river to the north 
side with its tremendous whirl of fame and 
smoke and burning embers carried by the 
high wind prevailing at the time, until the 
final burning out of the fire at the extreme 
north end of Lincoln park after destroying 
every building but three in a district of over 
three and one-third square miles in extent.

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Coming of Elsie Janis Week’s Surprise. | 


The coming of Elsie Janis in ‘‘ The Vander- 
bilt Cup "’ is the first pleasurable surprise of 
the season. Judging from Miss Janis’ age it 
was not to be supposed that her appearance 
would disclose talent of such a brilliant 
order. To watch her throughout the per- 
formance is a delight and a joy, for it is so 
refreshing to see an entertainer who does 
not have to simulate the joyous enthusiasm 
of youth. It is true that she has little to do 
in the opening scenes of the play beyond ap- 
pearing as herself—a gir! of 17, but even then 
she accomplishes everything with so little 
effort and with such care-free abandon that 
her audiences are content. 

Later, by her wonderful feats of mimicry, 
Miss Janis lifts the last act from what would 
be otherwise a tiresome and stupid scene to 
the most pleasing portion of the perform- 
ance. Her imitation of Eddy Foy is per- 
haps the most remarkable of all. She screws 
her mouth around until from a profile view 
the exact Foy expression is caught, rakish 
smile and all. Then, with the shambling 
walk and in the peculiar tones of this most 
peculiar comedian, Miss Janis proceeds to 
sing one of the song successes from * The 
Earl and the Girl.” With a wonderful sem- 
blance of the robustness of tone with which 
Fay Templeton used to roll out ‘ Mary is@ 
grand old name,” Miss Janis gives an imita- 
tion studied for a few moments only during 
the last performance of the Cohan play at 
the Colonial.

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Actors Are Witty 
When Off the Stage. 


The news that Lionel Barrymore, brother 
of Ethel and son of the lamented Maurice 
Barryrmore, will retire from the stage to de- 
vote himself to art, and that In writing back 
here to break the tidings he calls himself 
* the champion sea going actor of the world,”’ 
fe a reminder that not all of the wit of the 
stage is to be found in the plays. The stage 
always has been particularly blessed in the 
richness of its humor abd the brilliancy of 
its wit. Actors themselves, rather than the 
playwrights, have contributed most to the 
gayety of nations, and some of the things 
they have said have been too good to trust to 
the uncertain memories of those that have 
heard them. 

To be sure, Foote, the great comedian, who 
always thought that he should have played 
tragedy, did write a book of table talk be- 
tween the covers of which he packed many 
goodies. Some sailies of David Garrick, who, 
although he was a fine actor, was not a re- 
mafkable wit, are to be found in the pages 
of Boswell’'s Johnson. Joseph Jefferson, Ed- 
win Booth, Lawrence Barrett, and other act- 
ore of a more modern time who have left their 
written memoirs to the world have chronicled 
many jests made by actor folk clever enough 
to be- greeted by persons unconnected with 
the stage.

of Getting Jobs. 


People who hela the same positons for 
years at a time, who know their employers 
intimately, and who regard a change of oc- 
ctpation as a step so serious that it should be 
considered for a long time before it is taken, 
cam have no conception of the manner in 
which actors get and lose jobs. It has been 
well said that in the theatrical business more 
outside details enter into the business of get- 
ting or losing a job than in any other busi- 
ness in the world. In other businesses the 
primary qualification is that a man is able 
to do the work and that his habits are such 
that he will do it. On th tage his age, 
height, looks, relatives, past business rela- 
tions, reputation for sociability (often, not 
always)—dozens of considerations which at 
first blueh would seem to be immaterial as- 
sume an importance great enough to gov- 
ern the disposition of the job. 
oe 

Actors with imagination have many novel 
methods to secure engagements. Gilbert 
Gregory, who was in Richard Carle's ‘‘ The 
Tenderfoot,” and who later went to Joe 
Weber’s stock company in New York, gener- 
ally is regarded as having employed the most 
novel and efficacious means of getting-a job. 
He had been in New York for weeks and 
could not gecure a job through any of the 
ordinary channels. One morning Broadway 
awoke to find that Gregory had decided to 
abandon the orthodox ways of job seeking 
and to strike out for himself. In fifty-five 
windows along Broadway from Twenty-third 
street to Forty-second were fine large photo- 
graphs of Gilbert Gregory. Under each pict- 
ure was the line ‘ Gilbert Gregory, starring 
in ‘On the Sidewalks of New York.’ Who 
wants him?’ He got a good engagement that 
day. 

Jobs are called engagements in the show 
business. When an actor is out of one he is 
“ resting ’’ or *‘ at liberty.”’ One of the most 
solid engagements is held by Madge Carr 
Cook, Eleanor Robson's mother. She hasa 
contract with her managers which calls for 
her appearance in “‘ Mrs. Wiggs of the Cab- 
bage Patch” until she dies.

LONDON.—[Special Correspondence. ]—Are 
American playgoers unsophisticated? Do 
they delight; in other words, in what English 
audiences would regard ae “ ultra senti- 
mentality,’’ and thrill over “ situations “ that 
would arouse only amusement on this side of 
the water? 

This is a question which. hes been raised 
here a good many times in the last year 
and it occurs to one again in reading the 
London critics’ opinion on “ The Prince 
Chap,’ which has been produced at the Cri- 
terion theater. First of all, however, let it 
be said with what apparent openminded- 
ness and evident desire to be fair the Eng- 
lish reviewers one and all applied themselves 
to the task of judging the new attrdetion 
from the United States. Really the situation 
was one of e delicacy, for thie is the first 
traneatiantic play to be produced in London 
since the recent discussion over the attitude 
of British critics toward American pieces, 
and as a result practically every reviewer 
seems to, have been on his best behavior and 
prepared to recognize any and all good quali- 
ties that the Peple comedy might possess.

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All, you see, harp on the same string, and 
so the question naturally arises, Are we“ in- 
genuous ’’ as these critics allege? Was it, in 
sooth, because we are less critical than the 
English that “The School for Husbands,”’ 
“The Gilded Fool,’ “Shore Acres,” and 
other pieces which have been successes at 
home were mildly guyed and consigned to 
limbo when produced in the metropolis re- 
cently? In specific cases, it is true, even 
Americans in London have failed to see what 
their countrymen found in certain plays 
which had scored at home—** The Climbers,”’ 
for instance, and *‘ The Sword of the King,”’ 
both of which had short and inglorious 
careers in London. 

One could. imagine, however, what a differ- 
ence British and American acting may have 
made in the two plays last mentioned, and as 
to the charge of ingenuousness that is laid 
at our doors the answer is to be found no 
farther away than the London Comedy, or 
just around the corner from Piccadilly Circus 
itself. For here is “‘ Raffles,"’ which was ac- 
claimed by the same “ ingenuous "' American 
audiences, drawing the blasé Britishers like 
a veritable magnet and breaking all records 
at the theater which is its London home.

And even if ‘‘ The Prince Chap” should 
fail—as we all hope it may not—there is no 
reason for regarding it as absolute proof 
that the American critical faculty is less 
keenly developed than the British. There 
have been too many instances of *‘ theatrical 
ism" in which Americans may be said to 
have reveled and which have also proved 
highly to the taste of the English for such a 
hasty verdict. There was ‘ Sherlock 
Holmes,’’ for instance, which was mo classic, 
but which could hardly be played often 
enough to satisfy Londoners. There is ‘“‘ Mon- 
sieur Beaucaire,”’ which, like ‘‘ Charley's 
Aunt,” still is. running, not to recall many 
other examples of unanimity of opinion on 
the two sides of the Atlantic. 

No, just as it was no indictment of British 
humor that “‘ Beauty and the Barge,”’ which 
had tickled audiences in the metropolis, 
failed to amuse Americans, so there is no 
call to hide our diminished heads because one 
play or score of plays that have hit American 
taste do not go in this country.

Osborne’s Playhouse, which was the small 
sized, short lived theater of which the rich 
Norma Munro was a backer. Yet there 
are three reasons why Mrs. Osborne may 
not regdrd this exploitation of her business 
as good advertising, and undertake to stop 
it. The shop shown is not modish, the audi- 
ences do not contain possible buyers of her 
gowns, and the woman who figures as her 
in the action‘is a cross creature, cruel to 
the heroine, who is a seagnstress, while 
cringing to the rich adventuregs, who is a 
customer. 

In this scene the playwright’s practice of 
seizing material is illustrated. An English 
pantomime clown named Walton brought 
over a sketch in which he was made up to 
look so much like a row of wooden toy sol- 
diers that he couldn't be picked out until 
he moved. Then he held a funny conversa, 
tion with one of them in dumb show. This 
is imitated in Mrs. Osborne’s shop by a 
silent dialogue between a‘ comedian and a 
dressed and wax faced dummy model.

Three-fourths of “ The King of Diamonds ” 
is cocksure with things used in previous 
plays. The hero ts told in prison by a dying 
convict where to find some buried diamonds, 
and, after breaking his way to freedom, he 


possesses himself of the treasure. ‘That is 
**Monte Cristo,”” of course, and he even 
remembers, ‘‘ The world is mine!’’ A mur- 


derer is convicted on the evidence of a lens 
that accidentally photographed the crime, 
as in “The Octoroon.” The hero, being 
caught In a chaste wife’s room, falsely ac- 
cuses himself of being a criminal in order 
to save her from scandal, asin ‘‘ Arizona ”’ 
and other pieces. A boy of good birth, like 
Oliver Twist, falis into a Bill Sikes’ hands 
and is compelled to steal. The adventuresa 
is made to confess by showing her persons 
whom she believes she has murdered, ae 
in the “third degree’’ episodes of several 
current plays. There is a subway tunnel 
scene similar to the one in “ After Dark,”’ 
but the kidnaped heroine is rescued from 
one car by the hero, who gives chase and 
comes alongside in another car, like the 
automobile and locomotive race in ‘“ Bed- 
ford’s Hope.”’ 

The most curious transfer, however, is 
from “ Peter Pan,” in which play Maude 
Adams runs to the footlights and begs the 
audience to say that it believes in fairies. 
In.“ The King of Diamonds” the comic 
man makes an appeal for virtue, but the 
characters only laugh at him. Then heruns 
forward, stretches out his arms to the au- 
ence, andcries: ‘‘ You know I'm right, don’t 
you?” The answering “yes makes a tre- 
mendous nolse.

George M. Cohan and Fred Stone played 
pitcher and catcher at: baseball for charity, 
and 3,000 persons paid $1 apiece to see the 
game for fun.

The explanation tsn’t to Hopper’s discredit 
as.a comedian. He isn’t a pantomimist, and 
can’t be speechlessly laughable. But Cohan's 
drollery in a continental uniform from 
* George Washington Jr.’ and Stone's fool- 
ery in the scarecrow tatters from “ The Wiz- 
ard of Oz," as the battery of their nine, gave 
most of the dollar’s worth of sport to the 
multitude. There was one of the opposing 
nine of managers, however, who had a good 
spell of acting. Mr. Erlanger of Kiaw & 
Erlanger, incited perhaps by gratitude for 
the $8,000 raised for Mrs. Erlanger’s home for 
crippled children, did an all of a sudden 
stunt. On colliding with Stone, he pitched 
into him in rage, wrestled and fought with 
him furiously, and threw him down hard. 
So realistic was the scrap that two policemen 
ran to stop it, and didn’t know they were 
fooled until Stone made a clear fall from feet 
to neck, spun round on his head, lay flat on 
his back, and died in convulsions. 


Plays Written 
on Everything. 


One of the most difficult tasks that con- 
fronts the dramatic writer is to find for his 
play a locale that has not been done to death. 
Almost every country in the world has been 
made the scene of some theatrical attrac- 
tions. The depths of the ocean and the 
heights of the skies have been utilized. Peo- 
ple of every color bave been shown upon 
the stage. Plays have been written depict- 
ing life in almost every age of the world. 

The manicure shop was put onthe stage by 
Pinero in “‘ The Gay Lord Quex,” and another 
version of it is now receiving consideration 
in the musical.comedy, ‘* The Social Whiri,”’ 
in New York. 

Six years ago the balloon was done by 
Cecil Raleigh in his Drury Lane melodrama, 
“The Great Ruby,’ and the airship is to be 
seen in half a dozen melodramas. How about 
the ocean? Done to death. The mountains? 
Almost every comic opera has a mountain, 
and now mountain climbing itself has been 
dramatized and is being played by Francis 
Wilson and his legs. The department store? 
Many of them appear upon the stage, and 
Ward and Vokes andAjeorge Sidney have 
played about them so much that they feel 
qualified to work iff a real one. The occu- 
pation of the auctioneer, the engineer, the

The popular impression that obtains about 
the way in which shows are financed is 
wrong. Most people think that the money 
that sets the show in motion is the money 
of the manager. This seldom is the case, 
Usually there ts a silent partner in the en- 
terprise and the money comes from the silent 
partner. It does his talking for him. 

> , 

One of the most indomitable angels in the 
theatrical world just now is a millionaire 
who has yet to see his thirtieth year. Up 
to date he has spent more than $140,000 in 
being an angel. The man who has man- 
aged for him the shows which his money has 
equipped has yet to produce a real winner, yet 
the money of the angel continues to flow in 
a golden stream. The reason is that the 
angel is engaged to marry a young actress 
who has appeared in all the pleces. which 
have beem sent out with his money. It is 
predicted that as soon as the actress mar- 
ries the millionaire, the millionaire will cease 
to be an angel. But up to date his has 
been a most expensive courtship. Instead 
of buying flowers and books and candy he 
has had to buy scenery, librettos, and to 
engage scores and scores of actors and 
actresses. 


. 
One of the prominent women angels is 
Mrs. Robert Osborn of New York. She 


financed ‘‘ Mrs. Osborn’s Playhouse,’’ which 
was one of the shining failures in New York 
a couple of seasons ago. About ali the good 
that came out of it was Blanche Ring who 
In the failure called ‘‘ Tommy Rot.”’ sprang 
into fame with her songs. Elsie Dé Wolfe, 
whose angel believed implicitly that she was 
one of the greatest actresses of modern times, 
bought Clyde Fi.ch plays for her and saw 
her fail im them. Miss De Wolfe, who isa 
great friend of Elizabeth Marbury, the play- 
wrights’ agent, retired from the stage, set 
herself up as a high priced decorator of pri- 
vate houses, and now has enough money to 
be an ange! herself. 

** Buffalo Bill,’’ whose show made millions 
of dollars for him, was a theatrical angel once 


of money. 

Joe Leiter was an angel when “An Ameri- 
can Woman” with Amber Lawlord as the 
star, took to the road. He did not drop half 
as much money ag a lot of other angels have

Fitch's “ Capt. Jinks of the Horse Marines,” 
in which Mise Kennedy starred, after Ethel 
Barrymore had finished with it—Mr. Ken- 
nedy lost a gréat deal of money. W. A. 
Brady, one of the most picturesque theatri- 
cal managers extant, has been his wife's 
angel for years. His wife is Grace George 
and although she is a clever actress, Mr. 
Brady has found that he has had many bills 
to foot. 

A theatrical manager who knew that the 
daughter of Mayor Tom Johnson of Cleve- 
land is a promising actress and who tried 
to get the mayor to play angel to a theat- 
rical enterprise in which his daughter was 
to be featured still is trying to thaw himself 
out of the cold storage condition into which 
the mayor's reception threw him.

“Dry Dollar Tim ’’ Sullivan, the New York 
politician, started as an angel for a burlesque 
show and having far better luck than most 
angels has amassed an independent fortune 
in the show business. He is interested in 
a burlesque circuit and owns several shows. 
Bob Fitzsimmons, the pugilist, was a the- 
atrical angel for awhile, but only a little 
i The money went to fast to please 
im. 
One of the largest theatrical firms in the 
United States has for its angel George Cox, 
the former boss of Cincinnati. -He has put 


several hundred thousand ddllars into this’ 


firm and he has got most of his money out. 

Railroad kings, tobacco magnates, and 
successful operators in many other money 
making lines have found that the show busi- 
ness is the business in which, while it is easy 
to make a lot of money, it also is easy to lose 
a lot more. 

Wise managers are always on the lookout 
for angels that have plenty of money. There 
is no such thing as running a show without 
currency and those managers that have 
tried to be their own angels have for the 
most part come such croppers that they in- 
finitely prefer to gamble with other people's 
money. It is fair to say that some of the 
angels have become exceedingly rich through 
their theatrical operations, but no theatrical 
man who knows his own business denies 
that the lot of the angel is at the best a 
precarious one.

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WomenWin Fameas Playwrights 


Women as playwrights rapidly are attain- 
ing a position that many well trained — 
skillful men have. tried for in vain. So 
of the greatest successes that are upon the 
stage today have been written by women, 
and managers say that the number of avail- 
able manuscripts submitted by women is in- 
creasing. j 

Martha Morton, one of the most success- 
ful women dramatists in the United States, 
has a brother in the duma in Russia, and 
she even now is at work upon a play which 
will touch certain phases ofthe country life 
in which her ancestors played such a large 
part. Madeline.Lucette Ryley has written 
several remarkably successful plays, but has 
had to stand her failures just as men play- 
wrights do. Ella Wheeler Wilcox has writ- 
ten “‘ Mizpah,”’ a biblical drama which had 
great success on the Pacific coast but which 
did not'do so well in the east. Marah Ellis 
Ryan, whose book, “As Told in the Hills,’ 
is being played as “ Told in the Hills,’’ has 
done creditable dramatic work, and the hand 
that placed her work in shape for the stage 
was the hand of a woman. 

This condition of the, participation of 
women in the vast profits of the dramatist 
obtains to a larger extent in this country 
than in any country abroad. In England all 
of the leading playwrights are men, although 
Mrs. Craigie achieved success with “ The 
Ambassador ” and several other pieces. She 
has withdrawn from the writing field.

‘“ Brown of Harvard’’ was written by a 
woman, and another of the season's suc- 
cesses, “‘ Mexicana ’’—a success, it Is true, 
in an entirely different, field but still a pro- 
nounced. success—also was the work of @ 
woman. 

One of the partnerships among women 
writers for the stage is that of Mrs. Reginald 
De Koven and Mrs. Harry B. Smith. Mr. 
De Koven wrote the music of “* Robin Hood,” 
which was by far and aWay the most suc- 
cessful comic opera ever produced in Amer- 
ica. Harry B. Smith wrote the libretto, as 
he since has written the libretti of scores and 
scores of musica) plays. His wife and the 
wife of Mr. De Koven are fast friends. Last 
season they produced a play in New York 
which gained an artistic although nota finan- 
cial success, and more work is expected from 
them. 

One of the facts which make for the chance 
of the production of good dramatic work- 
manship by women is the existence among 
the schools for girls of dramatic camps that 
produce plays written by students. imith, 
Barnard, Wellesley, and the other colleges 
and schools for girls always have been good 
patrons of the drama. They have produced 
at least one play a year which has been the 
work of women and which has been acted 
by women. Some of these pieces afterward 
have been seen upon the professional stage 
just as “ The Alcayde,” which was written 
for a Harvard dramatic club ten years ago, 
at last got to the professional theater.

Actresses have written some good plays. 
Margaret Mayo, who is the wife of the actor, 
dramatist, and play agent, Edgar Selwyn, 
has written successfully, and other actresses 
also have written plays that have attained 
suCcCeSsS. 

Playwrighting as a profession for women 
is attended of course by many difficulties 


that womer-do not find in the pursuit of other 


limes of work. 
Managers who talk about the subject ad-

That is why the man- 
agers ask them to study not only the practi- 
cal requirements of the theater bubalso to 
learn all they can about the literature of the 
stage, to learn what has been written and not 
to write it again. 

The rewards for a woman dramatist are 
much greater than they are in almost any 
other occupation, and as women are gifted 
naturafly with the dramatic sense there is no 
reason to believe that the drama of tomor- 
row will not be written largely by women. 


Actor Managers 
AreMakingMoney. 


‘The announcement that Joe Weber, the 
funny little German comedian whose § in- 
flated waistcoat and twisted English are fa- 
miliar to every theatergoer, has become a 
producing manager, and that William Norris 
is now @ star under his direction, is remind- 
ful of the unusually large number of Ameri- 


can actors who are managers justnow. The ft 


phenomenon of so many actors dallying with 
the manageria!] end of the theatrical business 
is a new one in the history of the American 
stage. The double roles. that these actor- 
managers play are difficult to realize. 

Joe Weber, who upon the stage is ag fool- 
ish and irresponsible as any human being 
can be and live, is a shrewd manager. His 
own music halk-in New York proves that, 
and now with William Norris as a star he 
has assumed new responstbilities. 

Lew Fields, his brother comicker, has béen 
a manager ever since he and Weber parted. 
“It Happened in Nordland” has been his 
greatest success. 

Lew Dockstader, the minstre] man, almost 

yielded last year to the temptation’ to be- 
come a theatrical manager. He hada con- 
tract with Williams and Walker and’ was 
to star them. He engaged a manager to 
work for him and the manager nonchalantly 
gave Wildams and Walker a supporting 
company the payroll of which amounted to 
$4,000 a week. This usually high figure 
gave Lew nervous p fration and he es- 
chewed management. His old partner, 
George Primrose, who bills himagelf as the 
** millionaire minstrel,”’ has managed severa! 
vaudeville stunts in addition to his own 
show. 
Amelia Bingham posstbly is the most con- 
epicuous figure among the actresses who are 
managers. Sarah Bernhardt’s name, it is 
true, figures as manager of the ‘Theatre 
Sarah Bernhardt in Paris, but most of the 
work of management is dome by hired hands. 
Miss Bingbam, on the contrary, managed 
herself and what was one of the best acting 
companies ever gathered in this country. 
She had Robert Edeson, Frank Worthing, 
and other celebrities in her supportin **‘ The 
Climbers,”’ and before she went into vaude- 
ville and ‘ther husband, Lioyd Bingham, went 
back on the stage, every detall of her theat- 
rical enterprises was arranged by her.

It is estimated-that there are 30,000 actors 
of 
these perhaps thirty are stars of the first 
magnitude, highly paid. Some seventy others « 
earn from $600 to $3,000 a month. As for 
the other 29,900, some surprising figures 
have. just been published in Paris to show 
the depth of thelr penury and misery. 

The pay of ‘minor actors is said to range 
as a rule from $80 to $50 and $40 a month; 
the majority of actogs employed regularly 
in minor parts receive in Paris $40 a month. 
Owing to the difficulty of getting along on 
such salaries it is common for them to marry 
women who carry on a remunerative bust- 
ness of some kind. ; 

The wife ins a household often gains 
four or five times as much as the man, but 
the husband is able to be useful in push- 
ing the wares dealt in by his wife. Mar- 
riages of actors and actresses are rare be- 
cause the associations and traditions of the 
theater do not encourage such unions. 

In some respects the vaudeville artists are 
better off than the actors although their pay 
is less, averaging in ‘the case of the great 
mass of littl known performers scarcely 
more,.than $30 a month. Having more free- 
dom in the matter of hours of work they 
are often’ able to obtain engagements in 
two places of amusement simultaneously. 
Others eke out a livelihood by giving les- 
sons, working as canvassers, or pursuing a 
mechanical trade. 

But even at the best it will be seen how 
hard life is for these obscure artists. Yet 
the cage of the actresses is harder than that 
of the actors. For the women who fill the 


minor parts the salaries are said to range 
from $14 to $30 a month, and with such sums

gardens they earn only 8@ cents or $1 a day. 
As evidence of the misery in which they 
live it is stated that often their hands are 
so roughened by hard work, which they 
are compelled to do to increase their pro- 
fessional earnings that the directors of even 
the cheap places at which they appear will 
not permit them on the stage without gloves, 
which imposes an additional expense upon 
them. 

Even the minor actors and actresses at 
the Comédie Francaise are not exempt from 
hardships. The secietaires of the theater 
enjoy high earnings, but the pensionnaires, 
as their infertors are called, receive as a 
rule $480 to $700 a year, and as the standard 
of living which they are obliged to observe 
is much higher than itn the case of other 
actors, they are not much better off in the 
e : 

In the provincial towns the standard of 
pay is slightly higher than in Paris, but op 
the other hand engagments are more pre- 
carious and the seasons are shorter. A 
curious state of things is reported to exist 
in the music halls of provincial towns. The 
proprietors of these places expect their ar- 
tists to lodge and board with them and to 
spend what money they have lieft in the 
café. The result is that at the end of the 
month the artists have nothing coming to 
them. 

On the other hand the artists are sure of 
their board and lodging. Such are the mis- 
eries of their ordinary exisfence that many 
of these artists consider themselves lucky 
to obtain and to keep employment on these 
terms—pockets constantly empty but belly 
RE filled.
